Rejoicing—at Christmastime 


ut, Mommie,” protested Jane, “it’s 
B such a long time till the last of 

February. Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
New Year’s, Daddy’s birthday, Valentine’s 
Day—all have to happen before then!” 

“Yes,” thought Mommie, “and the usual 
attempt at cleaning, papering, fixing up 
for winter. And then the Christmas prep- 
arations. A lot to happen .. . before then,” 
she agreed, not feeling quite up to it. 

“Do the other kids know? And what do 
they think? And are you glad?” Mommie 
smiled at the eager questioner who enjoys 
the prerogative of being in on things 
because she is the oldest of eight and 
almost eleven and a half. 

She thought of Jon’s remark a while 
back. “Maybe if we could sell enough 
pears, we could afford another kid.” And 
he looked hopefully at Mommie. “Another 
what?” she asked, wondering just what 
he had in mind. “Another baby,” he 
stated a bit impatiently. “Wouldn’t it be 
nice to have one? Taddie is so big now.” 
(Two, last June.) 

It reminded Mommie of Becky’s re- 
mark, “We're just running out of baby.” 
There was no doubt as to what the chil- 
dren would think when they knew. 

“And are you glad?”. Mommie 
thought back to several months ago and 
then farther back to several years past 
when she was faced with the question of 
being “glad.” 

(We follow what we believe to be the 
Lord’s leading for us personally, and not 
holding that it is the only way for every- 
one to follow. The Lord’s plans for indi- 
viduals are as varied as the people them- 
selves. In following, we find a testing of 
ourselves, a proving of His sufficiency, a 
delight in His provision and a fellowship 
of obedience.) 

Mommie remembered some of the prob- 
lems involved in being “glad” this time: 

That feeling of inadequacy—“But, dear 
Lord, I get so cross with the children now. 
I feel so unable to cope with them so 
many times. They are vigorous and de- 
manding. I do not always feel equal to 
all I should be to them and am ashamed 
of the way I act—yelling when I should

be patient, pushing them away when the; 
need loving attention. But there are times 
when it seems impossible to be what I 
should be. I get so tired.” 

“My grace is sufficient for thee, for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness 
. even yours,” He added lovingly. 

“Of course this is so silly, and I know 
it’s selfish .. . but I had hoped to be free 
to go a bit this year, with the twins in 
first grade and Net in kindergarten, and 
only Taddie home. The luncheons and 
things .. . it would be fun to go to them, 
And there’s my new black suit from last 
winter .. .” 

“But if this is My plan for thee, is it 
much sacrifice to do My will, knowing 
that it works for thy good and the prov- 
ing of My sufficiency in this very real 
circumstance? And is the sacrifice much 
compared with what others have given 
up to go to foreign lands .. . and loneli- 
ness—for Me?” 

“But what will people think? It might 
not even be a testimony. In fact, it might 
be a hindrance. They might question the 
wisdom of having so many with the world 
full of problems. And all the provision 
needed ... is it right?” 

“When he putteth forth his own, he 
goeth before them.” The responsibilty for 
any leading and all it may entail is surely 
His; ours is but to follow, as He leads. 
Someone has stated it, “Our God longs 
exceedingly to prove Himself.” 

“Are you glad, Mommie? And if it’s a 
girl, are you going to name it Barbara 
Lois like you would have if Taddie hadn’t 
been a boy? And can I hold her on the 
way home from the hospital like I did 
Annette?” (Mommie had a sudden vision 
of Daddy and the eight children coming 
to the hospital to “bring home the new 
baby ... and Mommie.” She remembered 
the welcome Taddie had received and she 
felt very glad. 

“Yes, Janie, I’m glad. It will be so nice 
at Christmastime when we are thanking 
God that He sent His dear Son as a little 
baby to be our Saviour, to realize that 
He has given us the joy of having another 
baby in our family to raise for Him.” 

(Strange how the coming of another 
baby seemed to emphasize the wonder of 
God’s plan of salvation. What humility 

. what love ... what matchless grace 
were His!) 

“Yes, Mommie’s glad .. . and thankful. 
We must pray that this new baby will be 
used of God to tell others about the Lord.” 

And I’m glad, too, for what this dear 
Saviour means to every mother who 
comes to Him for more strength, more 
patience, more courage. He gives them all, 
and all enfolded in His love and tender- 
ness, “He gently leads those that are with 
young.”

Princess Urges 
Christian Teaching 


Princess Elizabeth of England recently 
urged young mothers to give their chil- 
dren “sound Christian teaching which is 
essential to us all, but which is sadly 
lacking in many homes today.” The 
princess was addressing an audience of 
thirty-six hundred at a rally organized 
by the Church of England’s Mothers’ 
Union in London. 

“We can hardly help admitting,” the 
princess told her audience, “that we live 
in an age of growing self-indulgence, of 
hardening materialism, and of falling 
moral standards.” She especially con- 
demned divorces and separations as “re- 
sponsible for some of the darkest evils 
in our society today.” 

The princess’ concern was based on 
statistics which show that for every eight 
marriages last year in England and 
Wales, there was one divorce. (In the 
United States the ratio was one divorce 
to every four marriages.) 

The speech was the princess’ first out- 
spoken address and has been termed “the 
sharpest statement that has come in 
years from any member of the royal fam- 
ily.” Generally speaking, British royalty 
avoids public mention of controversial 
matters. Mothers in the audience from 
all parts of England, Scotland, and Wales 
gave the princess an ovation as she 
walked through the hall. 


Youth for Christ 
Reaching One Million 


Youth for Christ is now reaching an 
estimated one million young people, Rob- 
ert A. Cook, president, said at the organi- 
zation’s World Vision Conference held in 
Chicago October 22-30. The present fig- 
ure was reached with the inauguration of 
Youth for Christ meetings in four new 
countries: Yugoslavia, Burma, Guate- 
mala, and Honduras. 

Summarizing future aims of the or- 
ganization, Dr. Cook expressed the de- 
sire to reach the goal of “evangelizing 
the world in this generation.” Youth for 
Christ meetings are now held in fifty- 
nine countries all over the world. 

Announcement was also made of plans 
for a hundred-team spiritual invasion of 
Europe next summer by students from 
colleges, seminaries, and Bible institutes. 

About thirty leaders of the group both 
in this country and abroad spoke during 
the conference. More than a hundred 
meetings were held to present the chal- 
lenge of world evangelization and to lay 
plans for accomplishing the task. 


Handwritten Bible 
Placed on Display 


What is believed to be the largest 
handwritten Bible in the world is being 
displayed during December in Chicago at 
the Chicago Bible House. Verses in the 
Bible were copied by 31,102 visitors at 
the Railroad Fair last summer. Persons 
from forty-eight states and fifteen for- 
eign countries shared in copying the 
Bible. 

The last verse was written five days 
before the fair ended by thirteen-year- 
old Betty Veenstra of near Gary, Ind. 



















































































She received a Bible bound in gold, the 
gift of the Chicago Bible Society. 

During January the handwritten Bible 
will be exhibited at the headquarters of 
the American Bible Society in New York; 
afterward it will be on display in major 
cities throughout the United States. 

An index giving the names of those 
who copied the verses is one of the un- 
usual features of the Bible. 


Church Groups 
Divide on Bingo 


Bingo, a game frequently seen at car- 
nivals and other places of commercial 
amusement, has become an issue which 
threatens to divide Protestants and 
Catholics at the polls in New Jersey. 
Republican Alfred Driscoll, up for re- 
election as governor of New Jersey, said: 
“Some people characterize bingo as a 
harmless pastime. I say it is gambling 
and has been known to be run at times 
by gangsters and racketeers.” His oppo- 
nent, Democratic Elmer H. Wene, said 
he saw nothing wrong with the game. 

Roman Catholics, no doubt remember- 
ing that bingo games help pay for their 
schools, busses, and charities, immedi- 
ately sided with Wene. Said Auxiliary 
Bishop James A. McNulty: “The inter- 
ests of the church would be better served 
by Wene and other Democratic candi- 
dates.” 

A major Protestant group took a stand 
against what it called legalization of 
gambling “including bingo.” 

In the meantime, Chicago officials 
were considering the widespread bingo 
playing in their city. Asked his official 
attitude, State’s Attorney Boyle said re- 
search by his legal staff showed it to be 
gambling. He added that it had been so 
construed by the courts of many states, 
including Illinois. 

The question put to Chicago’s Mayor 
Kennelly was: “Do you approve of bingo 
when conducted for a worthy cause?” 
Quipped Kennelly: “I’m not approving 
of any gambling.” 


New Adult 
Sunday School Lesson 


A new course of study for adult Sunday 
school classes will be available for the 
quarter beginning January, 1950. The 
lessons are being written by nine evan- 
gelical leaders who are basing them on 
the uniform lesson outlines published by 
the National Sunday School Association. 

The outline committee includes Clar- 
ence H. Benson, Henrietta Mears, Harry 
A. Ironside, and Robert C. McQuilkin. 
James DeForest Murch, editor of United 
Evangelical Action and president of the 
Evangelical Press, is chairman of the 
committee. 

The new course, which will be part of 
the All-Bible Graded Series, will cover 
almost all of the Scriptures and are be- 
ing announced through advertisements. 


Library of Congress 
Exhibits Ancient Scrolls 

Visitors at the Library of Congress in 
Washington, D.C., between October 23 
and November 6 saw what are believed 
to be the oldest known Bible manuscripts. 
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They are three Hebrew scrolls thought 
to have been copied.more than two thou- 
sand: years ago. 

The most. important, a complete text 
of the book of Isaiah “twenty-two feet 
long, in, a state of almost perfect pres- 
ervation,” is owned by the Syrian monas- 
tery of St. Mark in Jerusalem. The 
other two manuscripts are fragments of 
a commentary on Habakkuk and a sum- 
mary of the doctrines of a Jewish sect. 

The three scrolls exhibited were found 
along with five others in 1947 in a cave 
at ’Ain Feshka (just south of Jericho). 
A straying goat led a Bedouin shepherd 
into the cave where the scrolls were con- 
cealed in large earthen jars. It is be- 
lieved they were placed there between 
165 and 37 B.C. when marching armies 
and guerrilla warfare were laying waste 
the Holy Land. 

In announcing the exhibition of the 
scrolls, the Library of Congress said, 
“There can be no possible doubt of their 
antiquity.” 


Accrediting Association 
Reports Growing Recognition 


Recognition of the Accrediting Associa- 
tion of Bible Institutes and: Bible Col- 
leges by the United States Department of 
Higher Education and the Veteran’s Ad- 
ministration: was announced at the or- 
ganization’s third annual convention at 
Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, in: Octo- 
ber. Acceptance of the organization 
comes in the first full year of its opera- 
tion, according to Terrelle B. Crum, sec- 
retary-treasurer.

Protestant Episcopal 
Convention Held This Fall 


A great weakness of the Church today 
is that many members “no longer expect 
miracles of spiritual rebirth.” This was 
the assertion of Henry Knox Sherrill, 
presiding bishop of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of America at the opening 
session of the denomination’s fifty-sixth 
triennial general convention in San Fran- 
cisco late in September. 

The bishop called for a revival of the 
devotion of early Christians to the cause 
of Christ, and deplored the fact that gen- 
eral conventions produce no “overwhelm- 
ing and uplifting experience of God 
which ... sends us out transformed and 
on’ fire to speak the wonderful works of 
God.” 

The convention officially sanctioned for 
the first time the administration of com- 
munion by intinction. Under this ruling 
the communion bread or wafer may be 
dipped in the wine, thus eliminating the 
use of the common cup or chalice for- 
merly employed by the denomination at 
its communion services. A statement was 
added that the “chalice shall in no case 
be withheld from any communicant of 
this church who desires to receive in the 
manner now provided by the Prayer 
Book.”

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The Silence 
of Christmas 


The first Christmas! Who can ade- 
quately depict its simplicity, its lack of 
show? 

There are times, it is true, when God 
acts in catastrophic manner. There 
comes a time when He causes fire and 
brimstone to fall from heaven. On other 
occasions He permits devastating earth- 
quakes and holocausts. Sodom and Go- 
morrah, “the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah,’ the tower of 
Siloam—all speak of violent upheaval. 

There is something in the hearts of 
many of us which longs for God to work 
spectacularly. Like James and John, we 
would like to see fire from heaven. Like 
Isaiah we cry: “O that thou wouldest 
rend the heavens, that thou wouldst come 
down, that the mountains might quake 
at thy presence.” 

God does sO move, in His own time. 
The future, according to the Word of 
God, holds such events. The day will 
come when our blessed Lord with all His 
saints will be revealed. As the mighty 
Potentate and King of kings He will take 
to Himself His great power and reign. He 
will send forth judgment unto victory. 
But He does not always work so spec- 
tacularly now. 

How unspectacular was that first 
Christmas! Yes, there were angels—the 
multitude of the heavenly host—who 
said: “Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will to men.” But 
they spoke only to some humble shep- 
herds on the rugged hills of Judea. There 
was no such announcement in the royal 
halls of the land. A humble mother, an 
obscure foster father, a manger, the ani- 
mals, some lowly rustics—these are the 
characters and the setting of the nativity. 
Wise Men? Yes, but they came much 
later. The surroundings of our Lord’s 
first advent were humble to the point of 
drabness. 

Let us not make the mistake, there- 
fore, of thinking that there must of 
necessity be pomp and circumstance, 
trappings, display, when God appears on 
the scene. He who, will come as the Van- 
quisher of His foes, as the One whose 
glory covers the heavens, came the first 
time in such quietness, such humility. 
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He so comes to our hearts today—if we 
believe in Him, if we wait before Him. 
Listen to the old Christmas carol of 
Phillips Brooks again: 
How silently, how silently 
The wondrous Gift is given! 
So God imparts to human hearts 
The blessings of His heaven. 
No ear may hear His coming, 
But in this world of sin, 
Where meek souls will receive Him still, 
The dear Christ enters in. 


And as He so comes—silently, quietly, 
without outward show and display—He 
brings the peace of God, the joy of the 
Lord, and the hope of the gospel. 


D. L. Moody 
Still Lives 





Fifty years ago, on the morning of De- 
cember 22, 1899, Mr. Moody awoke from 
his last night of earthly rest to exclaim, 
“This is my triumph; this is my corona- 
tion day! I have been looking forward to 
it for years.” A few hours later he had 
finished his course and was rejoicing in 
the presence of His Lord. 

Moopy MONTHLY, with other ministries 
of the Moody Bible Institute dedicated to 
the continuance of his work, joins in 
noting the anniversary of his passing. 
The Institute, which from year to year 


observes the birth date of this great man 
with its Founder’s Week Conference, feels 
it should continue to place major em- 
phasis on the fact that “he being dead 
yet speaketh,” stressing his birth from 
year to year. 

It is a fine testimony to the life and 
work of the evangelist whom God so 
greatly used that many Christian groups 
will be observing this anniversary of his 
home-going. We join with them on this 
occasion in paying tribute to one whose 
life still counts in a mighty way for his 
Lord. 

In the half century since his death, the 
well-known words of Moody to a friend 
have taken on particular significance. 
“Some day,” he said, “you will read in 
the papers that D. L. Moody of East 
Northfield is dead. Don’t you believe a 
word of it! At that moment I shall be 
more alive than I am now. I shall have 
gone up higher, that is all.” 

Although they referred to his heavenly 
life, those words were prophetic of 
Moody’s enduring earthly ministry, which 
extended far beyond his forty-four years 
as a Christian. 

If you think of other great men of the 
past, particularly in secular fields, you 
will find that some were privileged to 
exercise great influence during their life- 
times. Others exerted their greatest influ- 
ence after death. It is a testimony to the 
God to whom D. L. Moody yielded him- 
self so completely that his influence was 
mighty during his lifetime and has con- 
tinued in a remarkable way during the 
half century since his coronation day. 

Much has been written—much will be 
published even this month—concerning 
Mr. Moody’s ministry. Even a brief ap- 
praisal, however, is enough to indicate 
the mighty impact of his life down 
through the years. His direct ministry, 
both as an evangelist who reached the 
multitudes and as a winner of individual 
souls, was felt throughout this country 
and in much of Europe. Souls won and 
set on fire for God reached other souls, 
and so the ripples spread until no one 
can even estimate the numbers reached. 
Besides all this, his life and testimony 
have continued to bring encouragement 
and inspiration to Christians of other 
generations down through the years. 

Moody, however, left more than a life 
of service and a testimony. He left a 
work centering in the schools he founded 
at Northfield and Chicago. In Moody 
Bible Institute he left a pattern for in- 
tensive Bible-centered training which has 
led to the establishment of similar Bible 
institutes everywhere. The Institute 
which bears his name has itself under 
God trained and equipped more than 
52,000 young men and women for Chris- 
tian service around the globe. Today the 
Moody Colportage work, which the evan- 
gelist founded, sends out millions of 
pieces of gospel literature each year. Still 
other ministries have grown from the 
parent stalk; some, like radio and the 
use of scientific gospel films, undreamed 
of in Moody’s day, but ministries which 
carry out the spirit and purpose of his 
work. 

And these are only a few of the more 
apparent outgrowths of the life and 
work of D. L. Moody visible during the

first fifty years since his death. If the 
Lord should tarry, who can conceive of 
the total effect of this one man’s ministry 
in another half century? 

If God could take one life and do so 
much, what could He not do with the lives 
of the multitudes of Christians today 
were we but fully yielded to Him! 


Where Are the 
Kneeling Christians? 

Many a believer treasures among his 
earliest recollections memories of parents 
kneeling at family worship, of kneeling 
men and women at prayer meeting, of 
folks who knelt at church between the 
pews. 

There was power in the lives and 
prayers of those kneeling Christians— 
power we need today. 

True, we still have kneeling Christians, 
and thank God for every one. But most of 
us seem to kneel less often, and some of 
us not at all. 

With this in mind—and especially at 
this season—the following portion from 
one of Canon Liddon’s Christmas mes- 
sages should have a very particular 
meaning. 


“Thus it was that when the Wise Men 
had found Him to whom the star had 
guided them, they fell down and wor- 
shiped Him. They fell down. They did 
not sit up, as if nothing great was be- 
fore them; or on the foolish supposition 
that the body has no relation to the 
soul, and that while the soul is cleaving 
unto the dust before the Majesty of 
God, there is no reason why the body 
should not lounge and loll on a chair 
in a posture of easy, if not of studied 
indifference. They fell and worshiped; 
the outward act corresponding to, and 
being dictated by, the inward self- 
prostration, just as the Hebrew word 
for adoration implies the prostration of 
the adoring soul. 

“Say you that this prostration was 
only Oriental? Was it not rather pro- 
foundly human, and should we not do 
well to note it? Ah, brethren, methinks 
we have much to learn of these Eastern 
sages; we who, like them, come into the 
presence of the King of kings, but who, 
unlike them, think it perhaps proof of 
a high spirituality to behave before 


Him as we should not think of behaving 
in the presence of our earthly superiors. 

“Do we murmur that ‘God looks not 
at the bowed head or at the bent knee, 
but at the heart’? No doubt He does 
look at the heart; but the question is 
whether it is possible for the heart to be 
engaged in worship while the posture of 
the body suggests irreverent sloth. 
Burke has shown, what must be appar- 
ent to every man of reflection and 
sense, that between the postures of the 
body and the emotions of the soul there 
is an intimate correspondence. You 
cannot, as a matter of physical fact, 
feel a sinner’s self-abasement before 
the sanctity of God, while you stretch 
yourself out in a chair with your arms 
crossed, and your eyes gazing listlessly 
at any object’ that may meet them. 
Doubtless the old and the weak may 
worship without prostrations, to which 
their bodies are no longer equal. For 
the young and strong to attempt this is 
to trifle not merely with the language 
of Scripture, but with the laws of our 
composite nature. 

“Be sure, brethren, that irreverence 
is not a note of spirituality. Reverence 
is the true language of faith, which 
sees God and adores Him. Irreverence 
is the symptom of unbelief or of indif- 
ference. When the soul’s eye is closed 
to the magnificence of God, the out- 
ward actions of worship are barely en- 
dured or contemptuously rejected as 
though they were lifeless forms.” 

Well may we turn to the opening chap- 
ter of Malachi where God speaks of wor- 
ship offered without honor, of priests that 
despise His name, of worshipers who say, 
“Behold what a weariness is it!” 

Let us all pray for a clearer vision of 
God during the weeks and months ahead. 
As we see Him—as we behold Him in 
truth—we, too, will worship. And as we 
worship, we shall be drawn inevitably to 
the place and attitude of prayer. 

May God make us all kneeling Chris- 
tians for His glory. 


Our Shrinking 
Span of Years 


According to recent findings of statis- 
ticians, the average length of life in the 
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United States is now approximately sixty- 
seven years. This is said to be almost 
twice the average length of life in the 
early days of our country and about 
eighteen years longer than the average at 
the turn of the last century. 

These, however, are comparisons with 
the length of life during fairly recent 
times. Over a longer span of years it is 
apparent that the life of man has been 
steadily shrinking. 

That the normal life of man has been 
growing shorter and shorter is readily 
apparent when we note the length of life 
cited for various men mentioned in the 
Old Testament. Allowing for exceptions 
such as Jared who lived to be 962 and 
Methuselah whose 969 years were a mon- 
ument to God’s forbearance and long 
suffering, the trend was steadily down- 
ward. 

Adam lived to be 930; Seth, 912, and 
Enos, 905. Cainan reached the age of 
910, but Mahalaleel in the succeeding 
generation died at 895. Passing over 
Jared and Methuselah whom we have 
already mentioned as exceptions, we note 
that Lamech lived to be only 777. By the 
time of Abraham, longevity had declined 
still further, for we note that the father 
of the Hebrew race lived to be only 175. 
Still later, Moses died at the age of 120 
and Joshua at the age of 110. David who 
followed Joshua by several generations 
lived to be only 70, yet we read that he 
was considered old. King Hezekiah, al- 
though his days were lengthened in an- 
swer to his prayer, died at 54. 

Still further light is thrown on declin- 
ing life expectations in Psalm 90 where 
Moses speaks, “The days of our years are 
three score years and ten; and if by rea- 
son of strength they be four score years, 
yet is their strength labor and sorrow; 
for it is soon cut off, and we fly away.” 

Such a study of the declining longevity 
of man provides striking evidence of the 
wages of sin. Although Satan said, “Ye 
shall not surely die,” death came slowly, 
surely and inevitably to Adam and Eve 
and with but two exceptions to all who 
have followed. Down through the cen- 
turies since Adam, man has fought a los- 
ing battle, retreating inch by inch. 

Today he holds only a remnant of the 
physical life he had in Adam’s day—just 
sixty-seven years. And though he fights 
with every tool of science, he cannot 
claim to have halted the long retreat. 
Even the recent increase which gives him 
three score and seven years is credited 
not to greater human strength, but to 
advances in medical and sanitary sci- 
ences and rising standards of living. 

By better protecting the human body 
from germs and disease, by repairing it 
more expertly when it threatens to give 
out, and by giving it better care through 
the years, it can be made to last a little— 
a very little—longer than two hundred 
years ago. 

This is at best a hard-won and tem- 
porary victory. Thank God that we who 
trust in Christ possess assurance of an 
altogether different kind of triumph—a 
victory in One who has conquered death 
forever and will one day destroy it.

Vital Values of a Family Altar 


By NORMAN V. WILLIAMS 


HRISTIAN America—at least that part 
which thinks and speaks of itself 
as Christian—has lost a vital part 
of its heritage. It must be recov- 

ered, and soon. 

Unless it is, the kind of positive testi- 
mony which holds Christ before a dying 
world as Saviour will become more and 
more dimmed by wavering lives. Divorce 
will continue to attack the foundations 
of the Christian home. More parents will 
grieve because of children who reach 
adulthood without knowing Christ, and 
still more Christians will know the bit- 
terness of defeated, wasted lives. 

I do not think this is too dark a pic- 
ture to paint of “Christian” America if 
the great mass of believers in our nation

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continue to leave God out of their fam- 
ily life. 

In spite of encouraging signs here and 
there throughout the country, the family 
altar is neglected or ignored completely 
in most professing Christian homes to- 
day. 

It is said that forty years ago, fully 50 
per cent of the Christian homes in the 
United States had family altars. Accord- 
ing to present estimates, however, only 5 
per cent of the Christian families in our 
country meet today for daily prayer and 
meditation around the Word of God. 

In Deuteronomy 6:5 we find the great 
command to “love the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might.” But the command 
does not stop there. The next few verses 
read: 


“And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thy heart: 
and thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind them for 
a sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. And 
thou shalt write them upon the posts of 
thy house, and on thy gates.” 


This means that, essentially, there is 
just one reason why you should have a 
family altar. God has commanded it; it 
is His will, not for the pastor or Sunday 
school teacher or anyone else; but for 
the head of every home. Neither the letter 
nor the spirit of this command can be 
fulfilled without daily family worship—a 
time when father and mother lead their 
children to the throne of God through 
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Christ. 


the reading of His Word and through 
prayer. 

Only those who know from experience 
can appreciate the greatness of the bless- 
ings which flow from such family devo- 
tions. Its benefits meet the need of par- 
ents and children alike; it provides a sea 
wall of defense against the tides of unbe- 
lief and sin which hurl themselves against 
our homes. 


Tate 1s a vital relationship, 
first of all, between the family altar and 
the salvation of the lost within the fam- 
ily. Many a godly father and mother have 
stood upon the promise of Acts 16:31 to 
claim salvation for their boys and girls. 
But it is unscriptural to claim the promise 
of household salvation and at the same 
time neglect the household responsibility 
of speaking the Word to all that are in 
the house. “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house” is followed immediately by this 
significant statement: “And they spake 
unto him the word of the Lord, and to all 
that were in his house” (Acts 16:32). 

In the case of the Philippian jailer, it is 
clear that the result of speaking the Word 
to all within the house was glorious, 
saving faith, for we read, “And when he 
had brought them unto his house, he set 
meat before them, and rejoiced, believing 
in God with all his house” (Acts 16:34). 

If there are unsaved ones in your fam- 
ily, set up your family altar now, “speak 
the Word” to all in your home, and see 
God work to convict of sin, righteousness 
and judgment. The way is simple: first 
believe the promise of Acts 16:31, then 
practice the responsibility of Acts 16:32, 
and, finally, trust God to give you the 
answer of Acts 16:34. 

Recently a young father told me how 
his little three-year-old boy that very day 
had prayed at mealtime. He said the boy 
quoted scripture after scripture, pleaded 
God’s promises, asked God to save his 
unsaved loved ones, and to keep his 
mother and father. At three he was not 
only saved, but he had a real burden for 
souls and for the welfare of his parents! 
What is the secret of this beautiful, con- 
secrated life? It is this: that the child’s 
parents had spoken unto him the Word 
of the Lord. This they did, not haphaz- 
ardly, but regularly, consistently, devot- 
edly, earnestly and daily. As a result, he 
“rejoiced and believed.” Here in this little 
family was a modern illustration of Acts 
16:31-34. 


A LONG WITH PRAYER, the fam- 
ily altar has a vital relationship to the 
one secret which every parent is inter- 
ested in knowing—the secret of obedient 
and disciplined children. This secret is 
not to be found in the latest theories of 
child guidance, nor in wordy psychologi- 
cal treatises. Neither is the rod itself the 
secret of discipline. The secret is four- 
fold. 

First, the basis of all discipline is the 
power and authority that comes to a 
mother or father out of regular, consist- 
ent and daily seasons of prayer and wait- 
ing on God in company with the family 
and alone. If parents have power with 
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God, they will have power over their chil- 
dren. Prayerless parents can never disci- 
pline and subdue their children. The rod 
in the hands of a prayerless, spiritually 
lazy parent will produce nothing but hat- 
red and bitterness! 

Gerry Stuart says in Record of Chris- 
tian Work: 


“Mrs. Wesley, who gave to the world 
such a noble family, the lives of whom 
will bless the world for generations to 
come, heeded the command of God in 
the rearing of her nineteen children. 
Her first step, she says, was to get com- 
plete contro ‘of the child. How this is 
done I cannot tell you. I wish I could 

give an unerring rule, but the rule 
differs with the disposition of the child. 
One thing is true: authority is neces- 
sary. Take the child.and the problem to 
God; but as you love your child and 
fear your God, secure its obedience to 
your authority.” 


There is a second secret of discipline 
closely associated with the first: the self- 
will of the parent must be subdued. A 
willful parent cannot discipline or sub- 
due willful children. The willfulness of 
the parent will rather intrench the will- 
fulness of the child all the more firmly. 
Crucified willfulness comes out of a con- 
secrated, earnest and tarrying life of 
prayer, where we learn with head and 
heart to say, “He must increase, but I 
must decrease,” and “Not my will, but 
Thine be done.” 

Like Jacob, the parent who has the 
secret of discipline in his hands has been 
subdued, broken; his thigh bone of pride 
thrown out of joint, his self strength 
crucified in shame, and his natural 
powers reckoned dead that God and His 
will may be all and in all. The family 
altar plays an important role in bringing 
this about. Such a family-altar father or 
mother who has been broken, subdued 
and made weak can say with Paul, “For 
we also are weak in him.” But because 
such a parent has been subdued in Him, 
he can go on and say, “But we shall live 
with him by the power of God toward 
you” (II Cor. 13:4). 

Here is the source of the parent’s 
power and authority and the secret of 
godly discipline. How such a firm yet 
gentle and invisible power can break the 
self-will of the child, only those who have 
had praying, family-altar fathers and 
mothers can know. 


So FAR we have spoken of the 
preparation of the parents—the aspect of 
the problem referred to in Deuteronomy 
6:6, “And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart.” 
The other side of the same problem is 
similarly expressed in the following verse, 


“And thou shalt teach them [God’s 
words] diligently unto thy children” 
(Deut. 6:7). 

The Word in the hearts of the parents 
and the Word diligently taught the chil- 
dren form the substantial rock-bottom 
basis of disciplined, obedient children. 
Many parents daily worry and scold their 
disobedient children, but never seem to 
realize that they themselves are to blame 
because they do not teach them God’s 
Word. Apart from God’s Word, there is 
no basis for obedience in the child. 

Sarah A. Cooke in her splendid book, 


Wayside Sketches, gives this experience: 


“While holding meetings some years 
ago in Valparaiso, Ind., a mother gave 
this testimony. ‘I was left with five chil- 
dren. My oldest boy became wicked and 
I could do nothing with him; he would 
lie and steal, and I began to think that

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Family Altar Suggestions 


In General 


The father should be the priest of 
the family altar, receiving the co- 
operaticn of his wife and the full 
obedience of the children. If the 
father is not saved, then the mother 
must assume the spiritual leadership 
of the family altar. 

Let the Word of God be the center of 
family worship; not books about the 
Book, but the Book itself. 

Let the Bible reading be clear, ear- 
nest, brief, and attended by a few 
appropriate remarks and practical 
applications. 

Strive for variety. Try weaving your 
Bible readings about great verses, 
great events, great prophecies, great 
problems, great prayers, great wis- 
dom. Where there are children, lean 
heavily on the Psalms for devotion, 
and Proverbs for wisdom. : 
Be quiet in spirit and reverent in 
attitude. Never permit argument, 
strife or bickering at family wor- 
ship. 

Praying should be brief and to the 
point. Earnest prayers rather than 
long prayers should be the aim. 
From time to time invite friends to 
share in your family worship. The 
larger fellowship will prove most re- 
freshing and_ stimulating. Invite 
your pastor also. 


In Home with Young Children 

1. Plan your family worshiy for a week 
in advance in the light of the indi- 
vidual needs of your own family and 
the members who make it up. 
Sometimes it is well to tell a Bible 
story instead of reading it, or to 
read from a good Bible picture or 
storybook suited to the age of the 
child. 

. A flannelgraph is often helpful in 
telling a Bible story in an interest- 
ing manner. 

Keep family worship informal. Chil- 
dren should feel free to ask ques- 
tions or make an occasional com- 
ment, but should not be allowed to 
forget that family altar time is a 
time for quietness and listening to 
God’s speaking. , 
Occasionally let the children tell of 
their experiences in school, play or 
in other relationships where these 
seem to have a bearing on the topic 
of the reading. This will help them 
bring all their experiences into vital 
relationship with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Let the children pray too. As they 
pray, they will learn. how to cast 
their cares upon the Lord, and this is 
the greatest knowledge in life.

Concerning “them that looked for redemption in Jerusalem” 


and those who look up with similar faith today 


op is never in a hurry. He takes 

time for complete preparation, 

and acts in the fulJness of time— 

never prematurely, never impui- 
sively. 

He waited four thousand years before 
He sent His Son into the world. These 
four millennia were required to make all 
things ready. 

He raised up the Roman empire with 
its universal power, its all-embracing law, 
and its roads which reached out in every 
direction, knitting the scattered nations 
into one great whole. In the Greek lan- 
guage He provided a virtually universal 
tongue, understood throughout the then 
known world. Only the perspective of 
time has shown how necessary these were 
for propagating a universal faith. But 
those who thought of the coming Christ 
as a “light to lighten the Gentiles” as well 
as “the glory of his people Israel” must 
surely have found significance in such 
world-wide movements. 

The breaking down of the religions of 
the day also had its prophetic meaning. 


~ Dr. Macaulay is pastor of the Wheaton (lIIl.)

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No day was more religious than that in 
which Christ came—but it was religion 
without authority, without cohesion, and 
without power. As someone has well said: 
“To the people all religions were equally 
true; to the philosophers equally false; 
to the rulers equally useful.” Even the 
Hebrew faith had lost its note of author- 
ity, for its teachers were speculating on 
minutiae of tradition instead of teaching 
the Scriptures. 

Moral conditions of the day were cor- 
rupt beyond utterance. An age of inven- 
tion had introduced a thousand luxuries 
for the rich, but these had only added to 
the sensuousness of their living. Philoso- 
phy and religion alike were divorced from 
morals. The world indeed needed to hear 
the voice of God and to experience the 
cleansing of a mighty moral purge. The 
extremity of the need spelled out the 
hope. 

Israel was in abject bondage to Rome. 
True, certain privileges were theirs at 
times; but the whim of a ruler might at 
any moment rob them of even these, and 
Jewish blood was a good drink for Roman 
swords. As in ages pat, their plight

stirred longing and expectation for Mes- 
siah’s coming. 

The Hebrew Scriptures were full of 
promise. Faithful souls, who had more 
spiritual insight than their teachers, fed 
upon these promises, and felt that the 
time was at hand. For those who had 
eyes to see and hearts to comprehend, 
the very time was indicated, the place 
foretold, and enough circumstances of 
the Saviour’s appearing announced to 
save any from being deceived. The godly 
of the nation were closely watching, com- 
paring scripture with scripture, scripture 
with history and scripture with current 
events. Thus hope became assurance. 
Some of the most devout, in their times 
of communion with God, became stirred 
with a confidence that He, the Hope of 
Israel and the Desire of the Nations, 
would appear in their lifetime. 

So in that holy night, Christmas ex- 
pectations were fulfilled in the lowly birth 
of our Lord in Bethlehem’s stable. Those 
who were “waiting for the consolation of 
Israel” and who “looked for redemption 
in Jerusalem” were made glad at the 
sight of the holy Babe. 
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But there were blind eyes as well as of Calvary “shall have dominion from 
anointed eyes, hardened hearts as well as_ sea to sea, from the river to the ends of 
contrite hearts. So though “he came unto the earth.” 


his own ... his own received him not.” 
There was no room for Him in the inn; 
so He was born in the stable and laid in 
the manger. There was no room for Him 
in the hearts of men, save a few, and He 
was given a cross for a throne. Yet the 
blindness and unbelief and wrath of men 
were turned to praise and honor and 
glory, for that very gibbet of death be- 
came the mighty instrument of the sal- 
yation that Jesus came to offer. And 
today it is from the cross that the light 
shines out to the ends of the earth, light- 
ing the way to life and victory and peace. 

Those first Christmas expectations 
have now been fulfilled. Nigh two 
thousand Christmases have brought re- 
membrance of His coming. Mié£illions 
upon millions have testified to the reality 
of His saving grace and power. But those 
who do not know Him as Lord and 
Saviour must still decide what they will 
do with Jesus. They may repeat the story 
of the inn, by giving Him no room. Or 
they may be a Mary or a Joseph, a 
Simeon or an Anna, receiving Him gladly 
for their salvation, and going forth to tell 
the wonders of His love. 


Gov's preparations seem to 
be ripening again. We have been told to 
“wait for His Son from heaven.” Nigh two 
thousand years we have waited, and the 
indications point to a speedy ending of 
the long vigil. In saintly circles, new 
Christmas expectations are aroused. 

World movements are drawing the 
larger world of today into closer contact 
than the Roman empire knew. Almost 
everything is world-wide in its repercus- 
sions. The preparations for some mighty 
universal reconstruction proceed with 
amazing rapidity before our eyes. 

Religiously, morally, socially, the way 
seems ready for a new intervention of 
God on a mighty scale. Many of us be- 
lieve that intervention will be “the glori- 
ous appearing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

Like the faithful who looked for the 
Messiah long ago, we compare scripture 
with scripture, scripture with history, and 
scripture with current events. As we be- 
hold “the sea and the waves roaring,” 
“men’s hearts failing them for fear, and 
for looking at those things which are 
coming upon the earth,” we hear our 
Lord’s voice through it all: “Look up, and 
lift up your eyes, for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” 

The saints of God are being stirred. 
The thought of His coming is gripping 
minds and hearts. The word is passed 
from lip to lip. The hope sweeps the 
strings of our harps. It quickens the 
pulse, hastens the feet, lightens the eye, 
purges the heart. “Behold the Bride- 
groom cometh.”

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public ministry, He was conscious 

of His uniqueness among men. Even 

in His boyhood when He said to His 
seeking, sorrowful parents, “Wist ye not 
that I must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness?” (Luke 2:49), He revealed aware- 
ness of a very close relationship with God. 
Early in life He knew He was God’s own 
Son come down from heaven to do His 
Father’s will. At His baptism His deity 
was confirmed from heaven, and in His 
fierce temptations in the wilderness when 
His Sonship was questioned, He emerged 
from the conflict strong in the conscious- 
ness that He was God’s own beloved Son. 
His disciples had no doubt as to His 
deity. When He walked upon the water 
and calmed the troubled sea they fell 
down before Him in wonder and adora- 
tion saying, “Of a truth thou art the 
Son of God” (Matt. 14:33). The multi- 
tudes held strange and varied views of 
Christ, but the disciples were unanimous

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in their conviction that He was none 
other than the Lord’s Anointed. Speaking 
for the twelve, Peter declared, “Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God” 
(Matt. 16:16). Even the devils were con- 
scious of His mastery over them and bore 
witness to His deity (Matt. 8:29; Luke 
4:34). 

Nothing is more striking than Christ’s 
own consistent and courageous witness 
to His Sonship. He declared His oneness 
with God: “I and my Father are one” 
(John 10:30), and that He came direct 
from God to speak the words given Him 
by the Father (John 8:26, 27). Since He 
was divine, all His words were words of 
truth. To deny this was to reject the truth 
and put oneself beyond the pale of sal- 
vation. ~ 

His mighty works also attested His 
deity. He had done miracles such as none 
other had done (John 15:24), and these 
should have convinced the Jews of the 
truth of His verbal witness. When 
charged with blasphemy, He replied, “If I 
do not the works of my Father, believe 
me not. But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works: that ye may know, 








and believe, that the Father is in me, and 
I in him” (John 10:37, 38). 


4™ OF THE remarkable facts 
confirming the deity of Christ is the 
certainty of the writers of the New Testa- 
ment, some of whom wrote in the latter 
part of the first century. So convinced 
were they that Jesus was the Son of God 
that they were prepared, if need be, to 
suffer death for their conviction. They 
had witnessed His mighty power over 
nature, disease and demons, but in the 
miracle of the resurrection of Christ they 
had witnessed something far mightier 
still. These men had actually communed, 
not once but several times, with Him 
whom they had seen crucified at Calvary, 
They had walked and talked with Him 
after He had risen from the dead. Doubt- 
ing Thomas, when he stood before the 
One whose resurrection he doubted, ex- 
claimed, “My Lord and my God” (John 
20:28). 

The experiences of the disciples on and 
after the Day of Pentecost also confirmed 
their faith in the crucified, risen and 
ascended Christ. There was not a shadow 
of doubt in their minds as to His deity, 
and the Gospels and epistles were written 
to establish and strengthen the same 
faith in other believers in an age when 
persecution must have tempted many to 
deny the faith. The apostle John, writing 
his Gospel in his old age, declared that 
he had written with the express purpose 
that his readers “might believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life in his name” 
(John 20:31). 

Nearly two thousand years have passed 
since Christ lived on this earth and men 
wrote the New Testament, and time has 
but confirmed the fact of Christ’s deity. 
When Peter confessed his faith in the 
deity of Christ, our Lord replied, “Upon 
this rock I will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it” 
(Matt. 16:18). Right down through the 
centuries, His Church—the assembly of 
true believers throughout the wide world 
—has been attacked, persecuted, crushed 
by pagan kings, but it has survived long 
after kings have been forgotten. The 
spirit of heresy and worldliness has crept 
into the Church, threatening to endanger 
its very existence; but the true Church 
lives on strong and steadfast in its faith 
in Christ Jesus. 

The continued existence of the univer- 
sal Church of believers in every land 
today is a striking witness to the deity 
and power of Christ, its Head. We live in 
a day when many are trembling for the 
Ark of God because of the alarming suc- 
cess of a godless communion. Karl Marx 
in his Manifests wrote: 


_.“We make war against all prevailing 
ideas of religion, of the state, of coun- 
try, of patriotism. The idea of God is 
the keystone of a perverted civilization. 
It must be destroyed. The true root of 
liberty, of equality, of culture is athe- 
ism.” 


There need be no fear for the true 
Church of Christ, for Christ has declared 
that the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it, and all the vain attempts of 
men to extinguish it serve only to confirm 
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our faith in the reality of the risen, 
ascended Christ. 


In spite of all the attempts of emper- 
ors, dictators, heretics and critics to de- 
stroy faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, they 
have miserably failed, for Christ is no 
mere historical personage, but the Son 
of God, who lived and died, but is “alive 
for evermore” (Rev. 1:18). 

But the most convincing evidence of 
the reality of the living Christ is the 
experience of millions who hold daily 
converse with Him, and whose lives 
have been completely changed through 
their union and fellowship with their 
Lord. Because He is a living reality, and, 
by virtue of His atoning death and eter- 
na! priesthood, pardons, cleanses, and 
regenerates the soul, a great host of men 
and women can testify that He is “the 
Son of God with power” (Rom. 1:4). 


Through faith in Him, the most hard- 
ened and vicious sinners have been glori- 
ously saved and transformed into Christ- 
like souls. The beautiful Christian spirit 
of the Fuzzy-Wuzzies of the South Sea 
Islands made such a remarkable impres- 
sion on many soldiers and airmen who 
were stranded there during the war, that 
they became believers and supporters of 
foreign missions. 

That noble missionary, the late Donald 
Frazer, tells of a converted African witch 
doctor taking part in the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper. Hands that were once 
red with the blood of victims now passed 
around the cup, reminding the participa- 
tors of the precious blood for sinners 
shed. And later, Frazer says, the body of 
that same man, followed by a large crowd 
of mourners, was laid to rest under a 
stone, bearing at his own request the in- 
scription: “He hath redeemed my soul 
from the lowest hell.” 

When we think of the men Christ has 
conquered and transformed, then we are 
sure that He who walked this earth two 
thousand years ago and was crucified for 
our sins is alive today and is indeed the 
One He claimed to be—the Son of God 
who came from God and returned to God. 

The fact of Christ’s deity carries with 
it grave implications for every man 
and woman. Consequences of vital and 


eternal importance depend on our at- 
titude toward Him. Jesus declared that 
not only was He God’s Son come 
from heaven, but that a man’s eternal 
destiny is determined by. the acceptance 
or rejection of His claim. If a man be- 
lieves He is the Son of God, and in the 
strength of that conviction is prepared 
to follow Him, then to him will be given 
eternal life. But to reject Christ’s claim 
to Sonship is to reject eternal life, seeing 
that this life is found in the Son. 

If we refuse to believe that Jesus is 
the Son of God, our only Saviour, then 
there is no alternative but to die in our 
sins. Christ admits no middle course. 
Men can come to God only through 
Christ, who is Himself the way of access 
to the Father. To the unbelieving Jews, 
our Lord said, “If ye believe not that I 
am he, ye shall die in your sins” (John 
8:24). That is still true, for if a man 
continues in a state of unbelief He must 
bear His own sins and guilt, suffering for 
them in the day of judgment. 

Because we now have such an accumu- 
lation of evidence establishing the deity 
of Christ, our responsibility is even 
greater and graver today than in the 
day of Christ’s earthly ministry. To reject 
His elaim is to do so in the face of over- 
whelming evidence that He is the Son 
of God. Our sin and guilt were borne by 
Christ that we might be forgiven and 
justified in God’s sight, but refusal to 
believe in Him means that we reject 
God’s gracious pardon. Thus, as the 
Scriptures ask, “How shall we escape, if 
we neglect so great salvation?” (Heb. 
2:3). There is no escape, but only a “cer- 
tain fearful looking for of judgment” 
(Heb. 10:27). 

To believe in the Son is to be the pos- 
sessor of eternal life, whereas not to 
believe is to have the wrath of God abid- 
ing on us (John 3:36). If a man refuses 
to believe on the Son and to receive the 
gift of life, then he must receive eternal 
death, the wages paid by sin. 

May grace be given to us all to trust, 
love and serve the Lord Jesus, and then 
experience will confirm our faith and 
with Peter we shall say, “We believe and 
are sure that thou art that Christ, the 
Son of the living God” (John 6:69).

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Life with Wings

To the weary, God gives strength to soar . . . to the faint, power to rise 


They that wait ... shall mount up with 
wings as eagles.—Isaiah 40:31 


T was my first airplane flight. As I sat 
down uneasily in my designated seat, 
the smiling stewardess handed me a 
pamphlet. Anticipating my uneasi- 

ness, the air line officials had prepared an 
explanation of the strange sounds and 
sights I would encounter on this my first 
trip through the skies—the honking of 
the hydraulic system in landing and tak- 
ing off, the glow and spark-spitting of 
the engine’s exhaust, the terrific roar of 
the motors. 

“We think it quite natural for man to 
be curious whenever he takes to the air,” 
stated the book, “for, after all, wings are 
not standard equipment.” 


Normally, man is not equipped to fly. 
When he takes to the air it is in direct 
opposition to natural law. Earth-bound 
by nature, man’s ascent into the heavens 
is a distinct departure from the common- 
place. Natural life tends inevitably down- 
ward.

Almost as 
important, the church's Off-the-Street Club 
began the fall season with an enthusiastic 
crowd of youngsters out for the first rousing 
meeting. 

This is the kind of children's work presented 
in the accompanying article, "He Does It with 
a Club." It is the story, not only of a unique 
ministry, but of methods which are as different 
as they are effective.

companions took home a live, scratching 
kitten. Attendance soared to 326 chil- 
dren. 

The kittens were just a small part of 
a program to bring the gospel to children 
living in the tenements and cold-water 
flats in the area surrounding the church 
on Chicago’s near north side. Time and 
the inevitable shift of population have 
changed the erstwhile respectable neigh- 
borhood into a confusion of overcrowded 
rooming houses and tiny flats where 
Armenians, Japanese, Italians and Chi- 
nese mingle with native-born populations. 
Recently voted one of Chicago’s five worst 
juvenile delinquency areas, the section 
swarms with rough, but needy youngsters. 

The Off-the-Street Club beckons to 
these children who run the streets day 
after day, and night after night, giving 
them a new and different kind of play- 


ground. Since the beginning of the club 
@ year ago, attendance has leaped from 
sixty-seven to more than three hundred. 
In one week’s time, fifty-two boys and 
girls signed cards for membership. One 
hundred and twenty children have de- 
clared that they understand God’s plan 
of salvation and want to accept Christ. 
Because of the club, the Sunday school 
of the church has added one hundred 
names to its list of members. 

The youngsters don’t come to Off-the- 
Street Club because their parents wash 
their faces and tell them to run over to 
Moody Church for the evening. Most of 
the parents don’t care where their “kids” 
spend the time. The children come be- 
cause they want to, because they like the 
fast-moving program of games and en- 
tertainment better than tossing pennies 
in an alley. 
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W HY DON’T Mom AND Pop 
like church?” one grimy-faced lad asked 
his pal on the way home after his first 
night at the club. “That was swell.” 

Lottie wouldn’t miss a session, either. 
She dresses her five brothers and sisters 
to bring them on a two-hour trolley ride 
from Chicago’s far south side. Their folks 
don’t care enough to give them carfare to 
get back home again, so the group lead- 
ers of the club take turns helping them 
out. 

But gradually, the club is making the 
parents curious. And they like what they 
learn about it. One afternoon, a squat 
Jewish man peered in the glass window 
of the church office. “I want to see some- 
body who runs your club on Friday 
night,’”’ he demanded. Soon he faced Mur- 
fin across his desk and explained the call. 

“I came to see what you’re doing to 
my boy,” he said. “Ten years ago his 
mother ran away. That left Jake with me 
and his grandmother. The old woman’s 
sick, and I’m away all day, so Jake used 
to run wild. Every year he was getting 
meaner and meaner. His teachers said 
they hated to see him come in their 
rooms. 

“Then one night he tells me he’s com- 
ing to Moody Church. Anything is better 
than the streets, I figure, so I tell him to 
go ahead. And he keeps on going, every 
Friday night. Then, all of a sudden, it is 
‘Yes, Papa,’ and ‘Yes, Grandma,’ from 
him, and smiles instead of swearing. I 
can’t understand it. So I came to see 
what you been doing to him.” 

Murfin explained about the club, about 
its program of recreation and instruction. 
He went on to tell about salvation, too, 
and the power of Christ in a boy’s life. 
The Jewish man nodded. “Maybe so. 
Anyway, I’m going to bring him myself 
after this to make sure that he gets 
here.” 

One mother did bring her little girl, 
and sat with her through the Bible les- 
son. Afterward she approached the 
teacher. “Lady, I need that Jesus worse

ment, the fewer big sisters stay at home as 
babysitters.

sie SOCIAL WORK is an 
old story te Chicago police. Most of the 
time they are openly skeptical about new 
projects. But they have put their faith in 
the Off-the-Street Club and its sponsors. 

Recently, two plain clothes policemen 
tramped down the aisle of the church 
during a rehearsal of the boys’ glee club, 
one of the extracurricular activities of 
the Off-the-Street Club. They picked out 
one lad and snatched him out of the rows 
of wide-eyed, frightened boys. “March,” 
they ordered. “You’re coming to the police 
station with us.” 

Murfin laid down his director’s baton 
and marched too. At the station, he 
heard the charges against the boy—petty 
robbery. Then he spoke up, told the 
authorities about the club and its work 
with potential juvenile delinquents. The 
authorities listened and _ considered. 
“O.K.,” they declared; “sounds like a 
good thing. We’ll release this boy in your 
custody.” 

Today Murfin is glad to point this lad 
out. “He hasn’t made any trouble for 
anybody since,” he will tell you proudly. 






Winx HE FIRST ARRIVED at 
the church as the new youth director, 
Murfin took one look at the surrounding 
neighborhood and saw it to be fertile 
ground for youth work. He and Jessie, 
his wife, surveyed the section systemati- 
cally. From statistics, from the corner 
grocery man, from old-time residents, 
they learned about the juvenile delin- 
quency rate, about the huge families 
living in crowded flats. They visited 
schools and asked what the churches in 
the neighborhood were doing to help the 
children. “Nothing!” teachers and prin- 
cipals told them. 

One teacher pointed out a church 
standing next to a school playground. 
On the playground, nine hundred boys 
and girls jumped rope and played mar- 
bles every weekday. But on Sunday, only 
twenty-six children straggled up to the 
church doors for Sunday school. Murfin 
learned that of the two thousand chil- 
dren within the area extending six 
blocks in each of three directions, 30 
per cent were Roman Catholics, 40 per 
cent never went to church, and the rest

Didn’t God make liquor?” 

“God made gasoline,” Neil answered; 
“why don’t you drink it?” 

In time, Ernesto was convinced of his 
need of the Saviour and became a 
Christian, too. 

But Jacob’s happiest day was when 
he brought his wife, Rufina, to Jane and 
said to her simply, “Tell her everything 
you know about Jesus.”

Jacob had already told Rufina all 
she needed to know, for he had lived the 
Christian life before her in the one-room 
shack where he and six of his relatives 
made their home- together. His Spirit- 
filled life had led them to the Lord.

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LEAVING GOD OUT 


Exposition of the Epistle of James, Part IX 


NE of the greatest sins of our 
modern day is that of simply 
leaving God out of our lives. We 
talk and plan and act as if our 

lives were entirely our own affair, and 
there were no great God in the heavens. 
This is practical atheism. An appalling 
number of men and women who profess 
to believe that there is a God are never- 
theless living as if there were not. The 
extreme of this God-ignoring attitude 
has been graphically expressed in Wil- 
liam Henley’s well known poem, “In- 
victus.” 
Out of the night that covers me, 
Black as the pit from pole to pole, 
I thank whatever gods may be 
For my unconquerable soul. 


In the fell clutch of circumstance 
I have not winced nor cried aloud; 
Under the bludgeonings of chance 
My head is bloody, but unbowed. 


Beyond this place of wrath and tears 
Looms but the horror of the shade; 

And yet the menace of the years 
Finds, and shall find, me unafraid.

ways about which James speaks in 
4:11-17. 


| OF ALL, we are guilty 
of leaving God out, James says, in our 
words, that is, by judging others. “Speak 
not evil one of another, brethren. He that 
speaketh evil of his brother, and judgeth 
his brother, speaketh evil of the law, 
and judgeth the law: but if thou judge 
the law, thou art not a doer of the law, 
but a judge. There is one lawgiver, who 
is able to save and to destroy: who art 
thou that judgest another?” (vv. 11, 12). 

Once again, as he has done so often 
before in his epistle, James refers to the 
tongue and condemns the common atti- 
tude of censoriousness, or the judging 
of others. 

In this connection, his words are very 
reminiscent of the teaching of our Lord 
Himself when He said: “Judge not, that 
ye be not judged. For with what judg- 
ment ye judge, ye shall be judged: and 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again. And why behold- 
est thou the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? Or how wilt thou say 
to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote 
out of thine eye; and, behold, a beam 
is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, first 
cast out the beam out of thine own eye; 
and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out 
the mote out of thy brother’s eye” (Matt. 
7:1-5). 

The Lord Jesus tells us that we should 
not judge others because we are so 











' came into the world 


weak and sinful ourselves; we probably 
have greater defects in our own lives 
than the very things we are criticizing 
in others. But, oh, how easy to see the 
little mote in our brother’s eye, yet how 
difficult to detect the great beam in our 
own! 

The apostle Paul warns against the 
same thing: “But why dost thou judge 
thy brother? or why dost thou set at 
nought thy brother? for we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of Christ” 
(Rom. 14:10). Again he writes: “Who 
art thou that judgest another man’s 
servant? to his own master he standeth 
or falleth” (Rom. 14:4). We have no 
right to judge those who are servants 
of another and must give an account 
of themselves to their own Master. 

James says: “Speak not evil one of 
another, brethren.” Erdman points out, 
“It is the love of finding fault which 
James here rebukes.” The one who finds 
fault with his brother and speaks evil 
of him is breaking “the royal law” (Jas. 
2:8), which is, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” Therefore he is, 
as our writer puts it, “speaking evil 
against the law.” This is nothing less than 
putting oneself in the position of ”judg- 
ing the law’; that is, when you disobey 
God’s law you are saying in effect that 
that law does not apply to you—that you 
are above it. “But if thou judge the law, 
thou art not a doer of the law, but a 
judge.” 

So by finding fault with others, by 
speaking evil of others, by judging 
others, you are setting yourself above 
the law in the position of a judge, rather 
than in your proper place as a “doer 
of the law.” In effect you are .actually 
setting yourself up in the place of God 
—leaving God out—and forgetting that 
“there is one lawgiver who is able to 
save and to destroy.” Yes, there is but 
one great, almighty, absolutely holy God 
who has the right to be a Lawgiver, 
to tell men what they shall and shall 
not do. Therefore you “who judgest an- 
other,” just where do you come in the 
picture? “Who art thou that judgest 
another?” 

Observe that God is here said to be 
able to do two things: to save and to 
destroy. He is able to save; Jesus Christ 
“to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” He paid the 


' penalty of sin on Calvary, and so God 


can say to lost, sinful men: “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.” But if you reject His grace, 
remember that He is also able to destroy 
(see Rev. 20:11-15). 
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Ne ONLY do we leave God 
out in our words, but also in our plans, 
that is, by planning life as if our wills 
were supreme. “Go to now, ye that say, 
Today or tomorrow we will go into such 
a city, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain; whereas ye 
know not what shall be on the morrow. 
For what is your life? It is even a vapor, 
that appeareth for a little time, and 
then vanisheth away. For that ye ought 
to say, If the Lord will, we shall live, 
and do this, or that. But now ye rejoice 
in your boastings: all such rejoicing is 
evil” (vv. 13-16). 

James uses an expression calculated 
to attract our attention as he introduces 
this section: “Go to now” (or “come 
now”). By this he calls special atten- 
tion to what he has to say, and also 
indicates his disapproval of what he is 
about to describe. Then he speaks of 
those who are planning their lives far 
into the future, as if they expected to 
be here always. Human beings make their 
plans (and observe that these plans are 
all worldly in nature) to be in this city 
and that one, to transact this piece of 
business and that, to make great gains 
and accumulate wealth through these 
plans, “whereas,” as James so poignant- 
ly reminds us, “ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow.” 

Oh, how little do we know what will 
happen tomorrow, much less next year! 
Plans we make in the morning go astray 
before the same day is over. And not only 
do we know so little of what will happen 
tomorrow, but how short at best are our 
very lives! James asks: “For what is 
your life?” And then he answers his own 
question: “It is even a vapor that ap- 
peareth for a little time and vanisheth 
away.” Our lives are like little wisps 
of cloud that appear for a moment and 
then are gone. How transitory, how fleet- 
ing are our days on this earth! 

Remember the “rich fool” in the par- 
able of our Lord (Luke 12:16-21). So 
far as the record indicates, there was 
nothing particularly immoral about his 
conduct. He was no doubt a hardworking 
man who had become wealthy because 
of his diligence. But he was leaving God 
out entirely, thinking only of self and 
never of others, planning his life as if 
he would be here always, and forgetting 
that he would some day have to give an 
account of himself to God. He was well 
prepared for the future materially, but 
not at all prepared spiritually. Such a 
man may seem wise in the eyes of the 
world, but God calls him a fool. 

No, the proper attitude is described 
by the inspired writer thus: “For that 
ye ought to say, If the Lord will, we 
shall live, and do this, or that.” Sad it 
is, however, that there are still many 
who do not take such an attitude, many 
who “rejoice in their boastings”; in 
short, many who not only plan the future 
with God left out, but like the writer of 
“Invictus” boast of the fact that they 
are the masters of their own fate: “I 
am the master of my fate, I am the cap- 
tain of my soul.” 

In addition to leaving God out in 
our words and plans, James points out

Nn these words we find the Lord of peace represented as the One who 
bestows the gift of peace on men amid all the shifting circumstances 
of their lives.

To carry out the figure, Jesus Christ, like a master composer and 
orchestral conductor in one, will, if we but let Him, by virtue of the fullness 
of truth and perfection resident in Himself, cause the most diversified 
details in our hearts and lives to blend together in the most exquisite 
music of peace and love. But we must follow His lead and keep our eyes 
on Him.

With the change of meeting place it 
might have been expected that the crowds 
would drop off. But they didn’t. The 
Columbia was full every day, and the pace 
of the campaign did not slacken as the 
fair went into its last month.

in fact of the entire fair—was Chicago 
Day, which commemorated the anni- 
versary of the great Chicago fire of 1871. 
Mr. Moody had decided to observe Chi- 
cago Day with a meeting in Central Music 
Hall from 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 P.m. 

Dr. Torrey and some of the other evan- 
gelists sharply disagreed with Mr. Moody 
in making such plans. Dr. Torrey tells 
the story in his own words. 

“On Chicago Day at the World’s Fair, 
when all Chicago was going down to 
Jackson Park and this north end of 
the city was to be deserted, when the 

theaters did 
not dare to 
open for they 
knew they 
would have no 
patrons, Mr. 
Moody said to 
me, ‘Torrey, 
get Central 
Music Hall, 
and we will 
have continu- 
ous — meetings 
from nine 
o’clock in the 
morning until 
six o’clock at 
night.’ ” 

“I said, ‘Mr. 
Moody, are you 
crazy? Every- 
body in Chi- 
cago is going 
to Jackson 
Park to the 
World’s Fair; 
you will not 
have a_cor- 
poral’s guard 
at this end of 
the town and 
anyhow, from 
nine o’clock to 
six o’clock — 
that is crazy.’

Torrey did as 
he was told. He 
engaged the 
Central Music 
Hall for an all- 
day meeting. 

Continuing his account, Dr. Torrey writes: 

“I was on the program at the noon 
hour, and went down a little before 
twelve o’clock, thinking I would have 
no difficulty getting in. Well, I found 
the hall packed to the top-most gallery, 

a great crowd in front of the building, 

the vestibule packed, the street packed 

in front of it, and if I had not gone 
around and climbed through a back 
window, they would have lost their 
speaker for that hour. From nine 
o’clock in the morning until six o’clock 
at night that place was packed, the 
vestibule was packed and the street in 
front was packed with people who were 
trying to get in. poy 44 Oh, he [Moody] 

did not know many books, but he knew 

one Book.” 

I shall never forget that day. A total of 
750,000 people went through the turn- 
stiles at the fair. Of course, not one of 


us could get out of Central Music Hall 
to see the crowd outside the building, let 
alone the crowds which choked the streets 
and passages at the fair. 

As Dr. Torrey said, by nine o’clock the 
house was packed, the vestibule was 
packed and the street was packed in front 
of the building. 

What a pity that in those days there 
were no public address systems; even 
megaphones had not come into use. 

As was the custom at the regular noon- 
day meetings, any person could come in 
anytime he could get a seat. He couid 
stay as long as he wished and go away 
when he wished. 

The first hour of the meeting was en- 
tirely taken up with singing and prayer. 
After the opening song, “All Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name,” a prayer was of- 
fered by an evangelist, and then there 
was more singing. At the beginning of 
the second hour, Mr. Moody announced 
Henry Varley would be the first speaker 
so that he could leave to conduct another 
meeting at the Women’s Temple. Other 
speakers during the day included Major 
Whittle, John McNeill, Dr. Pearson, Lord 
Kinnaird, Dr. Munhall, and Mr. Moody. 


Moody’s ‘**Fire Sermon’’ 


At two o’clock in the afternoon, Mr. 
Moody went to the platform and de- 
livered what was afterward known as his 
“fire sermon.” 

In order to understand the significance 
of his famous sermon, it is necessary to 
go back twenty-two years to the message 
which Mr. Moody had preached at Far- 
well Hall in Chicago the night of the 
great fire. 

Having at that time recently returned 
to Chicago after an evangelistic trip to 
the Pacific Coast, Mr. Moody had 
searched for some way of reviving the 
Sunday evening meetings he had for- 
merly held in Farwell Hall. Finally, after 
prayer, he was led to announce a series 
of twelve messages on Bible characters, 
with six of the twelve messages on Jesus 
Christ. 

He was preaching his fifth message— 
the first dealing with the character of 
Jesus—the night of the Chicago fire. His 
text was, “What then shall I do with 
Jesus which is called the Christ?” And it 
was this same text on which he chose 
to speak again more than a score of years 
later in Central Music Hall on Chicago 
Day, the anniversary of the great city- 
wide tragedy. 

He told the huge audience which 
packed the Central Music Hall that it 
was at this meeting just before the ter- 
rible fire that he made the greatest mis- 
take of his life. He said: 


“After preaching, or talking, as I did 
not call it preaching then, with all the 
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power that God had given me, I was 
urging Christ upon the people. I closed 
the sermon and said, ‘I wish you would 
take this text home with you and turn 
it over in your minds during the next 
week, and next Sabbath we will come 
here again and I will preach the last 
sermon of the series. We will come to 

Calvary and the cross. Then, we will 

decide what we will do with Jesus of 

Nazareth.’” 

Time and again during the World’s 
Fair Campaign, I had heard Mr. Moody 
tell this story, and had heard him say, 
“T have never seen that congregation 
again. I have hard work keeping back 
the tears. I will never meet those people 
until I meet them in another world.” 
Sometimes, he would add that it was his 
impression that some of that congrega- 
tion never reached their homes on that 
night of the fatal fire, but were killed 
in the awful conflagration. 

Mr. Moody went on: 

“But I want to tell you one lesson 
that I learned that night which I have 
never forgotten, and that is, when I 
preach to the multitude, to press 
Christ. upon the people then and 
there, and try to bring them to a de- 
cision on the spot. I would rather have 
that right arm cut off than to give an 
audience a week to decide what to do 
with Jesus. I have asked God many 
times to forgive me for telling the peo- 
ple that night to take a week to think 
it over, and I will never do it again.” 


The words of his text were the words 
of Pilate to the Jews when they were 
urging the crucifixion of Jesus, and Mr. 
Moody turned to Pilate as an illustration. 
He told his hearers that they were in 
just the position in which Pilate had 
been. Pilate had to make a decision. 
Pilate’s decision was, “I find no fault in 
Him.” 

Again Mr. Moody drew one of his 
splendid comparisons. 


“Pilate never saw Christ in His glori- 
fied state,” he pointed out. “The only 
time he saw Him was in His humilia- 
tion, despised and rejected of men. The 
chief men that followed Christ were 
men of no account, men of no power, 
of no title, no influence, of no position 
or culture. There was no crown upon 
His head but the crown of thorns, no 
scepter was in His hands except the 
reed placed there in derision and mock- 


ery. 

“Pilate came to the fork in the road. 
He had only to take the advice of his 
wife and obey his conscience. 

“Oh, my friends, be careful about 
your decision in regard to Jesus, for He 
is to be the Judge of the whole world.” 


Many times during the campaign I 
heard Mr. Moody make a strong plea to 
the people of his congregation to accept 
Jesus Christ as their personal Saviour 
right then and there. However, never did 
I hear him give such a strong appeal as 
he gave during this anniversary sermon. 

Over and over again, he repeated the 
text he had used twenty-two years be- 
fore, “What then shall I do with Jesus, 
which is called the Christ?” Then, he 
made another plea. 


“You who are in middle life, look 
around you and ask yourself whether 
your life is what it ought to be. Do you 
not see some spot in your life where 
ate have made a vow and have not 

ept it? You have said, ‘I will be a more 
consecrated man,’ or, ‘I will be a better 
Christian.’ You have stood by the bed- 
side of a dying mother and said, ‘I will 
meet you in a better world.’ Are you 
going to make good that promise? Why 
not do so here before we close this 
meeting? 

“It may be I am talking to a father 
or mother who once laid away a little 
child. You said, ‘I am going to live a 
more consecrated life. I will not get 
rooted and grounded in the things 
below. I will rather set my affection on 
things above.’ Say now, have you made 
good that vow? Decide for Christ now. 


It is only a little while, 2 lew months, 
a few years, and we will all be gone. 
God help you to decide for Christ right 
now.” 


Three Noted Men 


Of the many outstanding men who took 
part in the World’s Fair Campaign there 
are at least three who have not been 
mentioned, but who should have some 
special attention. Two of these men came 
from a distance: Dr. John G. Paton, mis- 
sionary to the New Hebrides Islands, and 
Dr. Charles Spurgeon, Jr., son of the 
famous London preacher. 

As soon as Mr. Moody got word that 
Dr. Paton would come, he began an- 
nouncing him at all the meetings. He 
said that this man was one of the most 
remarkable missionaries in the world at 
that time, that he had turned the New 
Hebrides Islands “upside down.” And, 
really, he had done just that. 

Dr. Paton looked like one of the old 
patriarchs with his tall, slim body and 
his full beard. Night after night he 
packed the Chicago Avenue Church. On 
Sundays for the most part his appoint- 
ments were made in _ Presbyterian 
churches, because he had been supported 
by the foreign missionary board of that 
denomination. 

Charles Spurgeon was on his way home 
from New Zealand to London at the time 
of the fair. In order to have him share in 
the campaign, Mr. Moody arranged for 
him to make the journey to England by 
way of San Francisco and Chicago. 

We found young Spurgeon to be a very 
wonderful fellow. He stayed with us a 
number of weeks and became very close 
to all of the men in the 153 Building. 

The third outstanding visitor worthy

HOSE who have been anxious for the 
7 om of men and women in Bristol, 

Tennessee-Virginia, have a song of 
rejoicing in their hearts. Conducted by 
Evangelist Hyman Appelman and Song- 
leader Homer Britton, a three weeks’ 
revival sponsored by the Baptist churches 
in both states reached the heart of 
the city. The crowds were the largest 
ever to be witnessed in over a genera- 
tion. Daily morning radio programs, 
crowded noonday services, overflowing 
evening services, Saturday noonday meet- 
ings in the middle of the street in front 
of the largest department store were 
some of the distinctive activities of the 
evangelists. More than 700 professed 
faith, with hundreds of rededications. 
Eternity alone will reveal the extent of 
these meetings. 

“Truly the Lord does bless spiritually 
barren communities when men of God 
are led of the Holy Spirit to conduct 
meetings for this need.’ So says a report 
of a pastor in Steamboat Springs, Colo., 
where special services were held: “It 
surely was a joy and blessing to have 
Charles E. Boren hold special meetings 
of two weeks for us in the Euzoa Con- 
gregational Church. We have not had 
revival services for years, and upon in- 
quiring, the Lord led us to ask Mr. Boren. 
Truly he was the instrument through 
whom the Lord brought blessing to this 
church. There were fifteen professed 
conversions of old, past hidden sins; the 
making of matters right between others; 
and on the part of several, a definite 
breaking with the world. Although the 
special services ended on the second of 
October, there have been several who 
have come to us seeking the Lord in 
salvation and yielding their lives to 
Him as a result of the meetings.” 

Clifford Lewis of Winona Lake, Ind., 
has received much encouragement from 
the Lord in the meetings he has had 
across the country. The Holy Spirit used 
colored movies Mr. Lewis has of the mis- 
sion field to challenge young people to 
enter the Lord’s service at home and 
abroad. Family altars were started and 
future plans for additional meetings were 
made. 


Over 250 professed conversions were 
noted as a result of the evangelistic cam- 
paign held in Belfast, Ireland, by Dr. 
Oswald J. Smith, pastor of the People’s 
Church, Toronto, Canada. On the closing 
Sunday afternoon he preached in the 
great Presbyterian assembly hall which 


seats 2,500. The room was packed and 
people were sitting on the window sills, 
The campaign closed in the McQuiston 
Memorial Presbyterian Church where 
God gave 50 responses to the appeal 
for salvation. A real moving of the Spirit 
had been felt throughout the whole cam- 
paign. The Lord added souls to His king- 
dom, and hearts were stirred to a deeper 
realization of Him. Likened to the great 
Irish revival of 1859, there were definite 
Holy Spirit convictions in evidence in 
each meeting. After the Irish campaign, 
Dr. Smith left Belfast for England where 
he conducted similar meetings. Again the 
working of the Lord was seen. The first 
rally was in Liverpool where 12 accepted 
Christ. From there he went to Bristol, 
London, Eastbourne, Preston, Glasgow, 
and Birmingham. In each, many souls 
were saved. 


“All things are possible to him that 
believeth,” said Jesus, and this promise 
was held by a group of believing Chris- 
tians in Kansas City, Mo., as_ they 
launched forth into the Kansas City 
United Evangelical Crusade under the 
leadership of Jack Shuler. For months 
before opening night, a steering commit- 
tee of seventeen pastors led by Al Met- 
sker, local Youth for Christ director, 
met to discuss and plan the campaign. 
The meetings were held in the Music 
Hall, seating 2,700, for twenty-two con- 
secutive nights. Time for a daily hour- 
long broadcast was secured from station 
KCKN. As a result of volumes of prayer, 
from the opening moment of the first 
meeting the power of the Holy Spirit 
was manifested. A sparkling musical 
program preceded the message each 
night. Darrell Fraleigh lead the congre- 
gational singing. A choir of young people 
under the direction of Paul Orjala, filled 
the platform nightly, accompanied by five 
grand pianos. The consistently large 
crowds were partly due to widespread ad- 
vertising. Under the direction of Jim 
Whitby, hard working High School Bible 
Clubbers distributed thousands .of tracts 
and dodgers. Co-operating pastors ad- 
vertised the meetings, radio announce- 
ments were made, and personal invita- 
tions were given. As a result many un- 
saved attended the meetings and were 
led to the Lord. Friday night of the last 
week hundreds were turned away. Conse- 
quently simultaneous meetings were held 
Saturday night in the “Little Theatre,” 
with Jack Holcomb leading the singing. 
As a result of this series of meetings 441 
accepted Christ as Saviour and 152 con- 
secrated their lives to His Service. 


God signally blessed the clear, scrip- 
tural preaching of Edward Wagner at a 
two weeks’ revival campaign during Oc- 
tober at the Claim Street Baptist Church, 
Aurora, Ill. The meeting grew in interest 
and power from the beginning. Sinners 
experienced the new birth, backsliders 
were brought back into fellowship with 
the Lord, and believers were revived. 
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During the campaign at the First Bap- 
tists Church of Phoenicia, N.Y., conducted 
by Wes Auger, crowds came from all 
over the Catskill Mountains. The Lord 
used this first evangelistic effort that 
this church had participated in for sev- 
eral years to bring many to a saving 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Among the professions of faith was the 
president of the Young People’s Society 
of a nearby Methodist church. 

The Lord gave Marion Beene a definite 
soul-saving ministry at the Shields Blvd. 
Baptist Church, Oklahoma City, the First 
Baptist Church in Coyle, Okla., and the 
First Baptist Church of Lyons, Mich. 

Dr. William Ward Ayer of New York 
City was the speaker in a United Cru- 
sade for Christ in the Turlock-Modesto, 
Calif., area in October. Over 60 churches 
co-operated in this effort, which was held 
in a canvas cathedral seating 2,000.

a Cuu Rew rose shakily from his 
wooden bed, staggered through the 
low door into the middle room, 
and then stood looking out of the door 
onto a muddy court. Rain slanted down 
from leaden skies without surcease just 
as it had been doing for the past three 
weeks. 
With the coming of the rainy season, 
mosquitoes swarmed everywhere at night, 
and even the smoky atmosphere of a

barely begun to reach this virile people. 


A proud race, the Black Nosu are the aristo- 
crats of tribesland.

Nosu dwelling with its open hearth could 
not deter them. Laden with malaria para- 
sites, they sought out their victims and 
delivered a full measure of disease in ex- 
change for a sip of blood. Ma Chu Ren 
had been secretly stabbed by one of these 
messengers Of misery, and now he was 
enjoying a ripe case of the “hot and cold” 
sickness. It made no difference that he 
was a Black Bone Nosu, aristocrat of an 
ancient and proud people, ranking elder 
of his clan, owner of many slaves, much 
cattle and acres of opium poppy fields. 
He was sick, and he wanted to get better. 

As he stood there, he spat thoughtfully 
into the mud and muttered to himself, 
“Perhaps I had better send for the Pimo 
and have him come and cast out the 
demon. Even though I think his cere- 
monies and divinations are often useless, 
they seem to have been efficient some 
times in the past, and it may be that they 
will prove so again. If anyone can drive 
this demon out of my body, certainly the 
Pimo should be able to do it.” 

With that, Ma turned and spoke to one 
of the slaves in the room, “Go and tell 
the Pimo that I am sick and want him to 
perform kweh-ha and cast out the de- 
mon.” Then he made his way back to bed. 

After an hour or two the Pimo ar- 
rived and, the formal greetings being 
concluded, he inquired as to Ma Chu 
Ren’s complaint, nodding his head wisely 


as the symptoms were explained. It was 
an old story to him and he knew the nec. 
essary incantations by heart. “Honored 
and esteemed gentleman Ma,” he said, 
“I will do my best to relieve you of this 
demon. We will trust the gods to aid us, 
and if they smile upon us, all will be well, 
If not, then there is very little we mor- 
tals can do but bow to their will and he 


content with what they send to plague} 


us.” 

Then the Pimo called to a slave, “Bring 
me an egg.” When it was brought he 
held it to the mouth of Ma Chu Ren and 
said, “Breathe upon this egg, venerable 
sir, and I will compel the demon by my 
magic words to leave your body and 
enter the egg.” The sorcerer-priest began 
to mumble ancient sayings in the Nosu 
tongue, most of which were unintelligible 
to those looking on. After some minutes of 
this he said, “Now I will open the egg and 
see the demon in his proper form, by 
which I will know what kind of an animal 
must be sacrificed as an offering to him.” 
With that, he broke the egg and carefully 
examined the yolk and white. 

After this the Pimo took some grass 
which he had brought with him and 
quickly made a crude effigy of a man. 
This he began to rub up and down the 
body of the sick man, repeating his in- 
cantations the while, believing that the 
demon would leave his victim for good 
and enter the straw man. When the cili- 
mactic moment came, the Pimo cere- 
moniously escorted the straw man outside 
the gate and with a few final mutterings 
commanded the demon to be off. Return- 
ing to the side of Ma Chu Ren he said, 
“Do not forget to kill a fine heifer as an 
offering to the demon and you will be 
completely well. Remember me, too, when 
you come to divide the meat, for the 
Pimo must have his share of the sacri- 
ficed flesh. Good-by, honored old one, and 
may your body never have another demon 
resident therein.” So, bowing and nod- 
ding, the Pimo backed out of the room 
and went his way across the mountains. 

Ma Chu Ren was supposedly better, 
and so great was the power of suggestion 
which the ceremonies of the Pimo wield- 
ed, that for a time he actually did feel 
better. However, the chill soon gripped 
his weakened body again and the fever 
swept over him in renewed fury. As the 
sweat poured from him he realized that 
the Pimo and all his vaunted powers were 
helpless before the sickness which laid 
him low. He thought as he lay there 
exhausted that, demon or no, somewheré 
there must be someone who could heal 
his body. There must be some magi¢

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From the Fields 


Colombia. The deterioration of the 
political situation in Colombia has be- 
come increasingly serious and has had 
repercussions in Protestant missionary 
work. There is great. unrest in many 
places, with numerous reports of riots 
between Conservatives and Liberals and 
a number of political assassinations. Gun- 
play broke out on the floors of the con- 
gress itself, early in September, and a 
Liberal congressman was killed. 

In the midst of these unsettled condi- 
tions it is not surprising that certain 
reactionary elements should take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to strike at the 
Protestant missionaries and their work. 
One missionary returning from furlough 
to his station in northeastern Colombia 
found the situation so tense that he 
judged it advisable to settle in another 
town for the present. In other places 
violent attacks have been made on the 
Evangelicals. Churches and parsonages 
have been burned, and believers have 
had to flee for their lives. A missionary 
in the populous Cauca valley reports his 
home overflowing with refugees. 

One attack took place on Sunday night, 
September 18, at Piedecuesta, not far 
from Bucaramanga. The attack was made 
after ten o’clock at:night, when the little 
gospel chapel was closed. The chapel 
door was broken in by the mob, who pro- 
ceeded to destroy pulpit and benches, 
Bibles, hymnals and other property. The 
adjoining garage was also broken into 
and a bullet fired through the top and 
windshield of the missionaries’ jeep. The 
missionaries themselves escaped harm, 
and one of them made his way to police 
headquarters to seek help. The attackers 
fled and the police refused to set a 
guard, apparently because they were fear- 
ing a more general uprising which would 
call for their whole attention. 

More encouraging is the news from 
the Southern Baptist Mission that one 
of their medical men has been able 
to pass the Colombian examination and 
receive his license to practice medicine 
in the country. This is the second South- 
ern Baptist doctor within a year to be 
licensed in Latin America, where it is 
notoriously difficult for foreigners to se- 
cure such licenses (see Moopy MONTHLY, 
April, 1949). Dr. Roy C. McGlamery was 
first appointed to Colombia in 1947. 


Chile. One of the great hindrances to 
the use of the Spanish gospel records in 
this country has been partly overcome. 
Since the office of Gospel Recordings is 
in the United States (see Moopy MontH- 
Ly, June, 1949), there has been an ex- 
tremely high tariff on all such records im- 
ported into Chile. Now, however, arrange- 
ments have been completed for the press- 
ing of some of these records in Chile it- 
self. The first order for 250 of each of six 
records was half sold out before a single 
record was manufactured. These records 
will be a great boon to the Evangelical 
community.

“During the next eleven years, I labored 
in ten counties. Going into about two hun- 
dred communities, we organized Sunday 
Schools, prayer meetings and Young People’s 
Societies and held Gospel meetings. Hundreds 
were won to Christ. From these schools came 
26 ministers or missionaries and_ several 
churches. 


“Last year in this state about 6,200 were 
reached by Sunday and Week-Day Schools, 
With God’s blessing, thousands have been 
won to the Saviour, lives and communities 
transformed, and more than forty have be- 
come ministers. 38 Chapels have been dedi- 
cated, and more than 40 churches organized. 
Only heaven will reveal the rich result of 
sowing God's Word in the hearts of the chil-’ 
dren and youth.” 


Mr. John Edgar Hoover, Di- 
rector of F.B.I., recently wrote: 
“‘The gravity of the crime sit- 
uation in 1946 was reflected 
by the fact that, during the 
average day, 36 persons were 
slain, 33 were raped, and 185 
others were feloniously assault- 
ed. During each twenty-four 
hours, on the average, 172 
persons were robbed, 981 bur- 
glaries were reported to the 
police, 630 cars were stolen, 
in addition to 2,580 miscella- 
neous larcenies of various types 
being committed.’’

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missionaries to inaccessible parts of the 
mission field, doing ambulance work for 
the sick and bringing medical supplies 
for itinerary medical work, is doing some 
special missionary work all of its own, 
the value of which is very widespread. 

Regular tract distribution in over 
thirty cities is carried out from the sky, 
and these “messages from heaven” gain 
immensely in interest when delivered in 
this way. It is interesting to note in 
passing that David Glass conducts a 
gospel printing office, while his brother 
does the distributing of tracts in this 
novel way. 

Although the Roman Catholic priests 
have instructed the “faithful” to tear 
up all the tracts before they read them, 
the small boys comb the city for as many 
as they can find and conduct their own 
blackmarket, where the tracts sell brisk- 
ly for considerable sums. One somewhat 
unexpected result is that the often small 
and struggling Evangelical church in the 
city gains enormously in prestige among 
the citizens and a higher morale among 
its members because it was their air- 
plane which visited the city. 

Another service rendered is for the 
plane to visit any city where the mis- 
sionaries intend later to come for a cam- 
paign. A meeting is held in the main 
square where a large crowd invariably 
gathers to hear what the aerial messen- 
gers have to say. They give a series of 
addresses on culture and health topics, 
and then give a gospel message and an- 
nounce the coming of the campaign. 

The plane has now been fitted with 
an exceedingly powerful loudspeaker un- 
derneath the fuselage, which makes it 
possible to fly over a city and address 
the entire population. A series of brief 
gospel messages are printed on cards, 
and when the message has been given, 
the name of the city and the date is 
entered on the card so that a fresh mes- 
sage may be given next time.

China. Pastors in China may find it 
necessary to learn a trade in order to sub- 
sist if the Communists deny them the 
right to continue their religious work, 
suggests Dr. Gustav Carlberg, president 
of Lutheran Theological Seminary at 
Hongkong. 

“If it should become impossible under 
a new regime for pastors to retain their 
status as preachers of religion, supported 
by local congregations, then it would 
seem necessary for them to learn a trade, 
in order to maintain themselves finan- 
cially,” he observed in his annual report 
to the board of directors of the seminary. 
Dr. Carlberg pointed out that Paul 
“serves as a good precedent in this re- 
spect,” and that “pastors in Soviet- 
dominated countries have had to turn 
their hands to some gainful employment 
in order to subsist.” 

This was borne out also in a recent 
letter from the Chinese evangelist An- 
drew Gih (see article in August Moopy 
MONTHLY), who says, “We want to open 
a vocational seminary to train our young 
people not only with Bible truth, but 
with trades, so they can go even to Com- 
munist territory as workers to make a 





living, and to preach the gospel as their 
job, like Paul of old.”

terests of others. This mind be ye con- 
stantly having in you which was also in 
Christ Jesus, who has always been and at 
present continues to subsist in that mode 
of being in which He gives outward ex- 
pression of His essential nature, that of 
Deity, and who did not after weighing 
the facts, consider it a treasure to be 
clutched and retained at all hazards, to 
be equal with Deity [in the expression of 
the divine essence], but emptied Himself, 
having taken the outward expression of a 
bondslave, which expression came from 
and was truly representative of His na- 
ture, entering into a new state of ezist- 
ence, that of mankind. And being found 
to be in outward guise as man, He stooped 
very low, having become obedient to the 
extent of death, even such a death as 
that upon a cross. Because of which vol- 
untary act of supreme self-renunciation, 
God also supereminently exalted Him to 
the highest rank and power, and gra- 
ciously bestowed upon Him THE NAME, 
the one which is above every name, in 
order that in recognition of THE NAME 
belonging to Jesus, every knee should 
bow, of things in heaven, of things on 
earth, and of things under the earth, and 
in order that every tongue should plainly 
and openly declare that Jesus Christ is 
LORD, resulting in the glory of God the 
Father.

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THE CROSSING OF THE RED SEA 

What is the meaning of the word 
“congealed”? in Exodus 15:8? Does it 
mean that the waters were in some 
sense solidified? How could the children 
of Israel cross at all with a wind so 
strong as to divide and maintain a path 
through the waters?—R.R., Chicago, Ill. 

The word translated “congealed” is 
used in a few other passages in the Old 
Testament. In Zephaniah 1:12 it is trans- 
lated as “thickening” (margin). Job 
10:10 translates it “curdle’’ as cheese. In 
Zechariah 14:6 it is translated variously 
“dark,” “gloom,” and by some ancient 
authorities as “frost.” Modern Hebrew 
uses one form of it also for ice, but gen- 
erally as condense, coagulate, contain, 
thicken. The root idea of similar forms 
is, however, to gather together, to heap up 
or concentrate. 

The account in Exodus 15 is poetic and 


therefore highly figurative, and it is not 


necessary to suppose that the waters were 
congealed in the sense that against the 
natural function they could not flow. If 
the waters were actually a “wall” on 
either side, as stated in Exodus 14:22, and 
not figuratively a protection as some ex- 
plain, then it was the power of God which 
made them so, not their solidifying or 
freezing. 

Adam Clarke in his commentary main- 
tains that a wind strong enough to have 
blown a pathway through any depth of 
waters (and it must have been a wide 
pathway indeed to permit of the cross- 
ing overnight of about two million men, 
women, and children with cattle and 
goods), and, contrary to nature, to make 
these waters as a heap and wall on either 
side of them would have been sufficient 
to blow the entire camp of Israel away, to 
say nothing of permitting the Egyptians 
to enter. 

He supposes that the stretching forth 
of Moses’ hand with the rod of God in it 
accomplished the dividing of the waters 
while a strong east wind dried the bottom 
or bed of the sea to enable the Israelites 
to cross. 

There are other views that (1) there 
was no great depth of water at that 
place, and that therefore the wind need 
not have been too violent to prevent their 
crossing; that (2) in the words “the 
waters were a wall unto them on their 
right hand and on their left” the word 
“wall” is figurative, standing for protec- 
tion, so that Pharaoh could not attack 
them on either side, but must go in after 
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them (the word “wall” is so used else- 
where in Scripture). 

But no event could have occupied so 
large a place and such frequent mention 
in the Old Testament, and made the 
analogy of all future deliverances for 
Israel as this crossing of the Red Sea, 
unless it was the mighty miracle its de- 
scription leads us to believe. As Job 26:12 


puts it: “He divideth the sea with his 
power.”

SWEDENBORGIANISM 


Can you give me some light on the 
ae of Swedenborg?—Mrs. H.W. K.., 
calif. 


Swedenborg was an ultra mystic who 
claimed special revelations enabling him 
to speak with angels, and in which, he 
claimed, the secrets of the universe were 
unveiled to him. 

He was born in Sweden in 1688 and was 
a learned man and scientist. Later he de- 
voted his life to the revelations he 
claimed to have received. 

His followers founded the Church of 
the New Jerusalem, also known as the 
New Church, and regarded him as a “di- 
vinely illuminated seer and revelator.” He 
himself declared that the “revelations” 
were not a substitute to the Word of God, 
but a key to their understanding. 

His teaching denies a Trinity in the 
Godhead. There is only one God, that is 
the Saviour, Jesus Christ. In Him there 
is a Trinity, not of persons, but of es- 
sence. The Father is the inmost Divine 
Essence or Love, from which all things 
are. The Son is the Divine Wisdom or 
Word, by which the Divine Love is mani- 
fested. The Holy Spirit is the Divine Pro- 
ceeding and Operation. These are re- 
lated in God as soul, body, and operation 
in man. 

There is no original sin, according to 
his teaching, nor is there any justification 
by faith. Christ is Saviour by defeating 
the hosts of evil, by meeting and over- 
coming all temptations and so winning 
freedom for man, if man will co-operate 
and obey. Those who thus believe in Him 
and keep His commandments are saved. 

He declared that the second coming of 
Christ occurred in the year he received 
his revelations. The New Jerusalem is 
said to have come in the year 1771. 

The Scriptures are divinely inspired, 
but “they have a spiritual sense adapted 
to angels.” He thus “spiritualized” all the 
Scriptures. One can get almost any 


meaning out of the Scriptures in this 
fashion. 
> > 


STANDING AT THE RIGHT HAND 
OF GOD 


In Acts 7:55, 56 we read that Stephen 
saw Jesus standing at the right hand of 
God, whereas in other references of the 
kind He is described as sitting at the 
right hand of God. Will you kindly ex. 
plain the difference between these ex- 
pressions.— HG.S., Pa. 


Acts 7:55, 56 is the only passage in the 
Word of God which speaks of Christ 
standing at the right hand of God, and in 
view of the circumstances it is no doubt 
of deep interest if not of significance. 

In Hebrews He sits at the right hand 
of God as our High Priest in the rest and 
satisfaction of having fully accomplished 
our redemption once and for all, by the 
sacrifice of Himself. He is therefore re- 
ceived into glory (I Tim. 3:16), into the 
place of honor and authority. 

The address of Stephen in Acts 7 was 
more than a mere defense of himself. It 
marked a turning point in the attitude of 
the Jews. In striking the key note of the 
universality of the gospel as including the 
Gentiles, and the spiritual character of 
worship as not bounded by any locality or 
confined to the temple at Jerusalem, he 
roused the anger of his hearers, especially 
in proving that this was also the message 
of Moses and the prophets and fulfilled 
in Christ. 

They had listened to him up to this 
point, but then, as with the apostle Paul 
(Acts 22:21-23), their fury burst forth. It 
was a Significant moment. The rejection 
of Jesus was now confirmed in the person 
of His first martyr, marking the course of 
the national attitude. It was the begin- 
ning of the end for Jerusalem and that 
dispensation. 

Various suggestions have been made to 
explain the standing. Some have thought 
it was to strengthen and encourage 
Stephen. Others have thought that Christ 
is standing here as ready to receive and 
welcome this first and so faithful and 
steadfast a witness and martyr. 

But in view of the circumstances, the 
standing may well be the token of judg- 
ment upon His rejectors and persecutors.

God is in a sense presumptuous. 

According to Leviticus 6:1-7 an offering 
was provided and atonement could be 
made for the trespasses mentioned there, 
even for those who had sworn falsely, 
which was certainly a violation of the 
third commandment. So also in Deuter- 
onomy 17:12, 13, there was no hope for 
the one who persisted in his presumption, 
and the children of Israel are warned to 
deal presumptuously no more. 

No sin could have been more willful 
and presumptuous than that to which 
David yielded, but he was forgiven on 
confession and genuine repentance, al- 
though he suffered grievously for it. 

As for the expression “the great trans- 
gression,” the Revised Version more cor- 
rectly renders it “great transgression,” 
without the definite article. However, 
while no specific sin is meant here, there 
is definite progression of thought in the 
verse. The psalmist asks first to be 
cleansed from hidden or unrecognized 
faults or errors, knowing how these may 


| develop into the “presumptuous” or will- 


ful transgression, from which he next 
asks to be delivered. These, if persisted 
in, become habitual and dominate a life 
and lead to “great transgression.” 

But this is not characteristic of true 
believers, who put off the “old man” and 
put on “the Lord Jesus Christ, and make 
not provision for the flesh to fulfill the 
lusts thereof.”

HOW SHALL WE ESCAPE! 

What is the meaning of Hebrews 2:3: 
**How shall we [Christians] escape, if 
we neglect so great salvation,’ espe- 
cially in view of Hebrews 2:1, 2? Since 
we cannot again come into condemna- 
tion, what else .is there to escape?— 
E.J.M., Phoenix, Ariz. 


Hebrews 2:1-3 is the first of a series of 
exhortations and warnings to many in 
Israel who, having heard the gospel 
preached and seen its fruits in many 
lives, had given intellectual assent to the 
claims of Christ to be Messiah and Re- 
deemer, and professed outwardly to be- 
lieve. But now under the threat of ex- 
communication from the temple and its 
ministries, to which they were yet at- 
tached, of being cut off from the nation 
and regarded as unclean and apostate if 
they should continue in fellowship with 
believers, they were in peril of drifting 
away (v. 1, AS.V.) and becoming alto- 
gether indifferent through neglect to the 
grace in Christ. 

If they thus turned away, there was no 
escape from condemnation. If the word 
spoken through angels, that is, the law 
(Acts 7:53; Gal. 3:19; Deut. 33:2) was so 
weighty and firm that every transgression 
of that law received its just recompense, 
how much more serious and impossible 
of escape, to neglect and turn away from 
Him who is infinitely superior to angels, 
and God’s living and ultimate Word to 
us, who came to effect by the sacrifice of 
Himself that “so great salvation.” 

The contrast is made here between law 
and grace, and the words were addressed 
to those still under the law. 

There is much in the epistle to confirm 
this view. The words of 6:4 could be said

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remnants throughout its Old Testament 
experience. The “tasters” (6:4) of that 
day were in danger of not “going on unto 
perfection” of faith. They apparently did 
not bring forth the “things that accom- 
pany salvation” (6:9). The writer appar- 
ently also contrasts them with believers 
in the words of 10:39- (A.S.V.): “But we 
are not of them that shrink back unto 
perdition; but of them that have faith 
unto the saving of the soul.” 

The only escape of Hebrews 2:3 is the 
escape from condemnation. But there is 
“no condemnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit” (Rom. 8:1). They 
were not in Christ Jesus who, by the 
“Spirit of life” in Himself “hath made us 
free from the law of sin and death” 
(Rom. 8:2). This is the very essence of 
the contrast made in Hebrews. Perhaps 
on the very threshhold of faith, many 
were turning back to the law of sin and 
death.

WISDOM IN THE BOOK 
OF PROVERBS 

What is the meaning of wisdom in 
the book of Proverbs? Is there not 
some deeper significance of the word 
than that of wisdom in the usual sense 
in view of all that is said about it, as in 
1:20, ete.2—H.S., Chicago, Ill. 

It is not uncommon in the Old Testa- 
ment to personify things and qualities, 
yet there is much in connection with this 
word in the book of Proverbs which leads 
many to believe that there is more than 
a personification of wisdom, rather that 
it is typical. 

First, wisdom in the Bible refers to the 
spiritual and not the secular or intellec- 
tual, just as its opposite, folly, has moral 
and spiritual meaning rather than men- 
tal. The fool hath said in his heart there 
is no God (Ps. 14:1). The fool lays up ma- 
terial things and riches in this life to the 
neglect of his soul (Luke 12:20). So the 
Scriptures are able to make wise unto 
salvation (II Timothy 3:15). 

Wisdom describes that excellence of 
character and service of those in whom 
the “fear of the Lord” (Prov. 1:7) dwells. 
But wisdom is only completely fulfilled in 
the Son of Man. The wisdom described 
in chapters 1, 8 and 9 is so suggestive of 
the person and work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in the New Testament that many 
of the earliest Church Fathers held the 
word wisdom in these chapters to be 
prophetic of Him. The words ascribed to 
wisdom in 1:23, “Behold, I will pour out 
my spirit unto you,” more than suggest 
John 7:37-39; and Joel 2:28 as finding a 
fulfillment in Acts 2:17. 

In the Old Testament the Messiah is 
the One of whom it is said, “Behold, my 
servant shall deal wisely” (Isa. 52:13). In 
the New Testament, He is “Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom .. .” 
(I Cor. 1:30), who is also called “Christ 
... the wisdom of God” (I Cor. 1:24). In 
Matthew 23:34 compared with Luke 11:49, 
He applies to Himself as a title “the wis- 
dom of God.” And in Him “are hid all the 
treasures of wisdom and knowledge” (Col. 
2:3).

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Vital Values of a Family Altar

I would have to pyt him in the reform- 
atory. One night I dreamed that a voice 
came to me telling me to read the Bible 
with my children. I had never read the 
Bible with my children, though I had 
a beautiful one for an ornament on the 
parlor table. I began to read it with the 
children, and, oh, what a difference it 
made in our home. The children would 
gather around me as gentle as kittens, 
and my eldest boy, two or three days 
after I commenced, broke down, and 
putting his arms around my neck 
= he would be a good boy and 

e saved. Truly ‘the entrance of thy 
words giveth light.’” 


Certainly here is a wonderful example 
of the power of God’s Word in the lives 
of children. How we need to see this 
power at work in our own families! 

How should parents go about to bring 
God’s Word to their children? Matthew 
Henry, in commenting on Deuteronomy 
6:7, declares: 


“Thou shalt whet them diligently 
upon thy children, so some read it; 
frequently repeat these things to them, 
try all ways of instilling them into their 
hearts: as in whetting a knife, it is 
turned first on this side then on that. 
Be careful and exact in teaching thy 
children and aim, as by whetting, to 
sharpen them, and put an edge upon 
them .. . and thou shalt talk of these 
things with due reverence and serious- 
ness, for the benefit of not only thy 
children, but of thy other domestics, 
thy friends and companions, as thou 
sittest in thy house, either at work or 
at meat, or at rest, or to receive visits; 
when thou walkest by the way, either 
for diversion; or for conversation or in 
journeys, when at night thou art re- 
tiring from thy family to lie down for 
sleep, and when in the morning thou 
art risen up and returnest to thy family 
again. Take all occasions to discourse 
with those about thee of divine things; 
not of unrevealed mysteries or matters 
of doubtful disputation, but of plain 
truths and laws of God, and the things 
that belong to our peace.” 


The family altar should be the heart 
of the home, and the heart of the home 
should be its life. Parents are literally to 
make God and His Word pre-eminent in 
the home and to saturate the whole life 
of the household with its power. Every 
day should be made holy with the ccn- 
tinuous remembrance of God and His 
holy Word; every home should be a 
church and every father a priest in his 
own home. 

Susannah Wesley literally took God at 
His Word and sought to obey this com- 
mand as fully as possible. Though she had 
nineteen children and was the wife of a 
busy and faithful pastor, she had daily 
family worship and in addition devoted 
one hour a week to the spiritual examina- 
tion and edification of each one of her 
children. 

Right parental motivation is the fourth 
secret of disciplined, obedient children. 
This raises an important question. What 
is your real and deepest motive for de- 
siring a disciplined and obedient child? 
Is it for God and His glory? This motive 
must be first and last and all that is in 
between. The family altar not only helps 
to keep this motive clearly in view, but it 
provides a means of putting it into effect. 
In the last war, thousands of boys were 





and emotional instability. Many were 
victims of what someone has called 
“s’mother love.” They were never emo- 
tionally and spiritually weaned from their 
mothers’ apron strings. Such love smoth- 
ers the growing life of the child and binds 
it to an infantile, childish dependency, 
True parental love gives the child away 
to God, gradually breaking the child’s 
complete emotional dependence upon the 
parents and turning the child to God to 
stand before Him, fully dependent upon 
Him,

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where the Word of God is undermined. 
They are falling as they yield to the 
attractions of worldly pleasures. They are 
falling as they attempt to establish homes 
with unsaved partners and homes with- 
out God. 

Recently I talked with a young woman 
—a professing Christian—who is in great 
distress. Today she stands on the very 
precipice of compromise, defeat and 
shame, seemingly powerless to prevent 
the next step into the terrible blackness 
of a life sold out for sin! Her parents are 
“good church members,” but they are so 
busy working in the church that they say 
they have no time for daily family wor- 
ship. They are not even aware of their 
own daughter’s life-and-death struggle 
with the powers of darkness! They have 
not time for family worship, but they will 
have time for regret. They will have time 
to weep bitter tears at the loss of their 
daughter’s Christian reputation; time to 
wet the pillow at night wondering where 
she is, what she is doing, and where her 
course will finally take her. 

Think what it would mean to that girl 
to hear her mother and father pray for 
her; to see her parents kneel around 
God’s open Word; to hear the solemn, 
strength-giving words of the Bible read 
by her father. I believe with all my heart 
that such a time of daily family worship 
now would save her from terrible defeat 
in this great crisis. 

There are thousands of young Chris- 
tians fighting the battle of their lives 
right now—boys and girls to whom it 
would mean everything to hear their 
parents pray for them and with them and 
to kneel in love and trust and faith to- 
gether around the family altar. Yet they 
are denied. Truly this is the great denial, 
the denial that may mean the difference 
between the victory which might be and 
the defeat they probably will experience. 

Older Christians, too, need the same 
kind of daily contact with their God. We 
see no cure for the terrible backsliding of 
our day except to get back to God in our 
homes according to the command of 
Deuteronomy 6:5-9. Many an evangelist 
has been distressed over the heavy drain 
backsliding has made on the people 
professing salvation in the revivals he 
has conducted. What is the cause? Where 
does the weakness lie? We believe the 
answer is to be found within the home. 
We cannot have hearts for Christ if we 
ignore homes for Christ. Winning hearts 
without homes leaves half the problem of 
a human life untouched. Soon the heart 
will drift back to the level of the home 
life, and backsliding will take its tragic 
toll. 

Satan will always hinder in every way 
he can the establishment of family altars. 
He will hinder encouragement of family 
altars from the pulpit. He will hinder the 
setting aside of time for family worship 
in the home. He will send interruptions 
and discouragements. But for those who 
will not be discouraged, there is a place 
of quietness, and strength and power at 
the family altar which will bring blessing 
and salvation and victory to the entire 
household. Let us dig again the wells of 
our fathers and once more, as united 
families, draw daily upon our mighty God 
before whom they knelt and prayed.

God Available to All Men 
Jeremiah 29:1, 4-14; 31:3 

Memory Selection: Ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for me 
with all your heart.— Jeremiah 29:13; 
ASV. 

The child of God has no authority for 
a restricted, egocentric prayer life. Ra- 
cial, national, even spiritual divisions are 
bridged when, obedient to the Word of 
God, we pray for all men (I Tim. 2:1). 
Such a statement does not mean that 
spiritual considerations are unimportant; 
they are of extreme importance. It sim- 
ply means that because a man is of an- 
other faith is not sufficient reason for 
our refusing to pray for him. God, who 
would have all men come to the knowl- 
edge of the truth, certainly would have 
us beseech Him on their behalf. 


I. Precepts (Jer. 29:1, 5-9) 

These precepts were contained in a 
letter sent by Jeremiah to the elders of 
the captivity, to the priests, to the proph- 
ets, and to the people (v. 1). They deal 
with three particulars: material consid- 
erations (v. 5), social relations (v. 6), and 
spiritual duties (vv. 7-9). 

God instructed these people in captiv- 
ity to build houses and dwell in them; 
to plant gardens and eat the fruit of 
them. Since there would not be immedi- 
ate release, this word from God would 
indicate that these people were to settle 
down in the country to which they had 
been taken, at least for a time. 

Their sorrow in being taken from their 
own homes was not to cause them to neg- 
lect certain of the social relations of life. 
So there was instruction that they should 
set up homes and rear children in the 
fear of God. There is nothing in this 
verse to imply that their marriage was 
to involve unbelievers. Certainly, the 
whole tenor of the Old Testament is clear 
in its teaching that this instruction would 
mean the Israelites were to marry Israel- 
ites and the children were to be brought 
up in the fear of the Lord. 

Certain spiritual duties devolved upon 
these captives, and Jeremiah, by the 
Spirit of God, speaks of them. Though 
there naturally would be bitterness in 
their hearts against their captors, yet 
God exhorted His people to seek the 
peace of the city to which they had been 
carried (v. 7). They were to be model 
citizens, and were to do all in their power 
for the good and the welfare of the com- 
munity in which they found themselves. 

In a very practical way, they were to 
seek the peace of the city by praying 
for it (see v. 7 again). God declared that 
in the peace of the city they would find 
their own peace. Thus, in a sense, they 
were serving their own good by fullowing 
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the counsel of God. 

A third spiritual duty, rendered the 
more important because they were in a 
strange land, was the matter of discern- 
ing the things of God. Israel was not 
to be deceived by the false prophets and 
diviners who claimed to have a message 
from God, but who actually prophesied 
falsely. God’s people of every age are 
certainly to be discerning and are ex- 
horted to try the spirits, whether they be 
of God or not. It is of particular neces- 
sity to be discerning when we are sur- 
rounded by those who know not God. 


II. Promise (Jer. 29:10-14) 

God’s promise was definite, that after 
seventy years He would visit Israel and 
perform His good word toward them. 
While this brought hope, nevertheless, it 
made very plain that seventy years would 
elapse before that prophecy would be 
fulfilled. Therefore, for the period of 
these seven decades, the Jews were to 
seek the peace of Babylon, to pray for it, 
and to carry on their activities as God 
had commanded. 

Though at the moment it would seem 
as though God had forgotten them, 
though there undoubtedly was great 
temptation to question the providence of 
the Lord, yet God assured them that His 
thoughts toward them were of peace and 
not of evil. He promises that when they 
call upon Him He will answer (v. 12), 
and that when they seek for Him they 
will find Him, as they seek with all their 
heart (v. 13). The glorious declaration 
is that God will be found of these cap- 
tives and that He will gather them from 
the places where they have been driven, 
to bring them back to the land which He 
had given Abraham. 

We know, of course, that this predic- 
tion of the seventy years’ captivity was 
literally fulfilled and that God did lead 
a number of His people back to the land 
of Israel under Zerubbabel and those as- 
sociated with him. 


III. Pledge (Jer. 31:3) 

This very wonderful verse, which has 
sustained many of God’s people through- 
out the ages, stands with all its old power 
and encouragement. While spoken to the 
people of the old covenant, it is neverthe- 
less true of those who are in Christ. You 
will remember the word of our Lord that, 
having loved His own, He loved them unto 
the uttermost (John 13:1 margin). We 
are persuaded that nothing can separate 
us from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord (Rom. 8:38, 39). He loves 
with an everlasting love, and therefore 
has drawn us unto Himself with loving- 
kindness. 





December 25 
God’s Messiah 
Isaiah 9:2-7; 11:1-5 
Memory Selection: Glory to God in 


the highest, and on earth peace among 
men in whom he is well pleased.—Luke 
2:14, AS.V. 

In this lesson we have two very won- 
derful Messianic prophecies brought be- 
fore us. Who can doubt that either one 
refers to God’s Messiah? Isaiah 9:1 is 
quoted in the New Testament and ap- 
plied to our Lord Jesus Christ (Matt. 4: 
12-16). The language of Isaiah 11 cer- 
tainly can refer to none other than Da- 
vid’s greater Son. 


I. The Work of the Messiah (Isa. 9: 

The context of this passage indicates 
that God’s ancient people were in the 
place of judgment and sorrow (cf. Isa. 
8:21, 22), but God would not leave them 
there. He gives to Isaiah to see a coming 
day when God’s people will experience 
the great blessing of the Lord. Speaking 
of the whole section of the book at this 
point, beginning at 8:19, another has said 
that the prophet’s tones pass from sar- 
casm to pity, from pity to hope, and from 
hope to triumph. 

Though 9:1 is not in our lesson, note 
the change in translation in the Ameri- 
can Standard Version. “Did more griev- 
ously afflict” of the Authorized Version is 
changed to “hath he made it glorious.” 
The original word is capable of these op- 
posite meanings. Since the passage evi- 
dently looks forward to the millennial 
reign of our Lord, we are inclined to 
think that the revisers were entirely with- 
in their right in translating the verse as 
they have done. In this instance, there 
is a looking back to former time when 
contempt was brought to the lands of 
Zebulun and Naphtali, and then there is 
the forward look to the time when glory 
will come even to these places which have 
been despised. 

Here then is a divine word which would 
indicate that even that part of the land 
which had been given over to idolatrous 
practices would experience His glory after 
the judgment of the Lord had fallen upon 
it in the captivity, at the time of God’s 
appointment. Thus Isaiah 9:1 would 
bring hope to the people of Isaiah’s day, 
despite the situation in which they found 
themselves. 

Isaiah 9:2-5 tells of the victory which 
will be theirs in that day. These people 
that have walked in darkness will see the 
light, they will know the blessing of God, 
the joy of the Lord, and the end of strug- 
gle. As one expositor has commented: 
“For a mutilated, we see a multiplied na- 
tion; for the fret of hunger and the 
curses of defeat, we hear the joy of har- 
vest and of spoil after victory; for the 
yoke of his burden and the staff of his 
shoulder, the rod of his oppressor Thou 
hast broken as in the day of Midian. War 
has rolled away forever over that north- 
ern horizon, and all the relics of the land 
are swept together into the fire. For all 
the armor of the armed man in the tu- 
mult, and thezgarments rolled in blood, 
shall even be for burning and for fuel 
of fire.” 

Is it uny wonder, therefore, that the 
prophet, having given such a prediction 
of glory and blessing, should turn to a 
description of Him through whom that 
blessing comes (vv. 6, 7)? The One who 
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others. The apostles, for example, had 
had the joy of personal companionship 
with the Lord Jesus for much of His pub- 
lic ministry. Others had heard Him, had 
accepted Him as their Lord and Saviour, 
and so companied with the apostles. In 
all, there were approximately 120 (Acts 
1:18): 


a The Divine Instruction (Acts 1:1- 

The “former treatise” to which Luke 
refers in the introduction of Acts is the 
Gospel of Luke (cf. Luke 1:1-4), in which 
he takes the life of our Lord up to and 
including the narrative concerning His 
ascension (Luke 24:50-52). Here he 
speaks of all that Jesus “began both to 
do and to teach.” In other words, it is 
apparent that the Holy Spirit, through 
Luke, is saying to us that the Lord Jesus 
continues to work through the apostles. 
The Lord is in His Church and He con- 
tinues to work through those who are 
His own. 

When our Lord appeared to the disci- 
ples between the resurrection and the 
ascension, He commanded them to re- 
main in Jerusalem until they were 
“clothed with power from on high” (Luke 
24:49). It was in that period that our 
Lord “showed himself alive after his pas- 
sion by many proofs, appearing unto 
them by the space of forty days, and 
speaking the things concerning the king- 
dom of God” (v. 3). Acts 1:4 reiterates 
the statement of Luke 24:49 that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem until 
they were baptized in the Holy Spirit 
(v. 5, A.S.V.). Here then is His com- 
mandment, His instruction to the disci- 
ples concerning the coming of the Spirit 
of God, who, according to the teaching 
of our Lord, had been with them, but 
who would be in them (John 14:17). 


II. The Divine Promise (Acts 1:6-8a) 

Very much in the heart and mind of 
the disciples was the question concerning 
the place of Israel; hence their question, 
“Lord, dost thou at this time restore the 
kingdom to Israel?” (v. 6). Certainly it 
is to read too much into the passage to 
say that our Lord’s silence with regard 
to the direct question they asked is tan- 
tamount to saying there is no future 
kingdom for Israel. His answer, “It is 
not for you to know times or seasons, 
which the Father hath set within his 
own authority” (v. 7), seems clearly to 
imply that their question was not out of 
order, nor was their hope doomed to dis- 
appointment. Our Lord stresses the fact 
that the time of the coming kingdom was 
not the important consideration for them 
on that particular occasion. That which 
they needed to know and understand then 
was that the Holy Spirit was to come 
upon them and that this coming of the 
Holy Spirit would be the guarantee of 
power. 

Two different words translated “power” 
are used in the Authorized Version. In 
verse 7 and 8, the American Revision is 
correct in rendering the former “author- 
ity” and the latter “power.” The sov- 
ereign God who is in control of all things 
has all things under His authority. The 
disciples were to receive not authority, 
but power; that is to say, the might, the 
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strength necessary for the function to 
which God called them. 


III. The Divine Commission (Acts 
1:8b-11) 

The disciples were commissioned to be 
witnesses of the Lord Jesus to the very 
uttermost part of the earth. This testi- 
mony was to begin in the place where 
they were—in Jerusalem. It was to 
spread to the province in which Jerusa- 
lem‘was situated, Judea. Then it was to 
go to the province to the north, Samaria, 
where there were racial and religious 
distinctions which occasioned the state- 
ment, “The Jews have no dealings with 
the Samaritans” (cf. John 4:9). But the 
gospel was to be given-there, even though 
there may have been prejudice on the 
part of the Samaritans and on the part 
of the Jews. After Samaria, the gospel 
was to be taken to the ends of the earth. 

Having given this commission to His 
disciples, the Lord Jesus was received up 
from them (vv. 9-11). We can sympa- 
thize with their attitude as they lingered 
on the Mount of Olives looking up into 
heaven. In His faithfulness God sent 
two messengers, two men who asked the 
question and gave the promise recorded 
in verse 11. 


IV. Obedience (Acts 1:12-14) 


The record clearly indicates that the 
disciples willingly obeyed the Lord, re- 
turning to Jerusalem and remaining there 
in the upper chamber, awaiting the 
promise of God. The apostles, the wom- 
en, Mary the mother of Jesus, the breth- 
ren of our Lord, met together. The rec- 
ord says, “These all with one accord con- 





tinued steadfastly in prayer” (v. 14). No 
wonder God met these waiting disciples 
according to His promise.

Power for the Church’s

Memory Selection: Repent ye, and be

God gave to Israel in their calendar 
year the observance of the Feast of Pen- 
tecost. His instructions concerning its 
observance are recorded in Leviticus 23: 
15-21. The schedule of feasts preceding 
this one was as follows: First of all, 
there was the Passover (Lev. 23:4, 5), 
which occurred on the fourteenth day of 
the first month. The second feast was 
that of Unleavened Bread (Lev. 23:6-8), 
on the fifteenth day of the same month. 
The third feast was of First Fruits (Lev. 
23:9-14), “on the morrow after the sab- 
bath” (v. 11). 

So far as the historical events in ful- 
fillment of these feasts are concerned, it 
is not difficult to see that the Passover 
stands for our Lord in His death (I Cor. 
5:7), while the Feast of First Fruits 
stands for Christ our risen Lord (I Cor. 
15:23). Fifty days beyond that feast is 
Pentecost. Thus the coming of the Holy 
Spirit was timed perfectly with the oc-

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year of our Lord’s death and resurrection. 
In this connection, it is well to look at 
the margin of Acts 2:1 in the American 
Standard Version: “And when the day of 
Pentecost was being fulfilled.” 


I. Divine Fulfillment (Acts 2:1-4) 

The Gospel of Luke records the word 
of our Lord that the disciples were to 
tarry in Jerusalem until they were 
“clothed with power from on high” (Luke 
24:49). In obedience, they remained in 
Jerusalem, meeting together during the 
ten-day period between the ascension and 
the coming of the Holy Spirit. 

On the fiftieth day beyond the day of 
Christ’s resurrection, as the disciples 
were all together in one place (v. 1), 
there came from heaven a sound as of a 
rushing mighty wind, which filled the 
house where they were seated. The vis- 
ible sign was that of tongues like as of 
fire, which parted asunder and sat upon 
each one of them (v. 3). The spiritual 
work done was that all the disciples were 
filled with the same Holy Spirit and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance (v. 4). 

In this coming of the Spirit of God 
there must have taken place that spirit- 
ual experience alluded to elsewhere in 
the Word of God as the baptism in the 
Spirit (Matt. 3:11; Luke 3:16; John 1:33; 
Acts 1:5; I Cor. 12:13, AS.V.). Thus 
they were placed in the body of Christ 
as members of His body and as those who 
were made to drink of the one Spirit. 

But notice as well that “they were all 
filled with the Holy Spirit” (v. 4).. We 
understand that the baptism in the Spirit 
has to do with our being placed in the 
body of Christ. But the Holy Spirit has 
come not only to take up His residence 
in the believer, not only to place him in 
the body of Christ, but to fill him. It is 
apparent from the Book of Acts that this 
filling is repeated. The fullness of the 
Holy Spirit is not only the privilege of 
the child of God; it is his duty as well, 
for God in His Word commands us to be 
filled (Eph. 5:18). 


a Divine Empowerment (Acts 2:14- 

One of the results of the advent of the 
Spirit of God was the great transforma- 
tion of the apostle Peter. No longer was 
he a cringing, fearful, coward who quailed 
before the accusing words of a maid. 
Filled with the Holy Spirit, he stood to 
speak in the power of the same Spirit to 
the glory of God. His word concerning 
the phenomenon observed by the crowd— 
namely, that each man heard the disci- 
ples speaking in his own tongue the 
mighty works of God (v. 11)—was that it 
could not be accounted for on natural 
grounds (v. 15), but was the actual ful- 
fillment of the divine promise of God in 
the Scriptures (vv. 16, 17). 

We cannot help but observe that on at 
least two occasions the Word of God 
brings together the idea of drunkenness 
on the one hand and of the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit on the other hand (Acts 
2:15 and Eph. 5:18). Those who know 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit must 
therefore walk differently, talk different- 
ly, act differently because of the Holy 
Spirit’s presence in power.

Some of us look for a further fulfill- 
ment of Joel’s prophecy in connection 
with the life of Israel. That there can 
be a double fulfillment of many of God’s 
prophecies is a principle admitted by a 
great many sound expositors. 


III. Divine Conviction (Acts 2:37-41) 

The result, when God’s man, filled with 
God’s Spirit, gives God’s message, is that 
God’s purpose will be secured.

got to church on Christmas and Easter, 
maybe. 

Plainly, these tenement-reared young- 
sters were not much interested in church 
and Sunday school. 

In May, 1948, Murfin determined to 
compete with comic books, thriller movies 
and street corner gangs. He checked over 
his other responsibilities—the task of or- 
ganizing three hundred young people for 
a half hour weekly network broadcast, of 
overseeing six other youth organizations, 
of teaching a Bible class of forty married 
couples. He considered his hospital calls 
and his frequent out-of-town speaking 
engagements. Then he decided he still 
had time to try his hand at creating a 
club that would intrigue these hard-to- 
interest small-fry. 

Judging from the response of the chil- 
dren, he is well on his way to achieving 
perfection. The Off-the-Street Club 
draws the neighborhood children into the 
church like a magnet. Club time is offi- 
cially 6:30 p.m., but the first urchin in a 
ragged mackinaw streaks in the door 
when it is unlocked at 6:00. Fifteen min- 
utes later, the lobby is swarming with 
youngsters. 


Mooarnr's CLUB PROGRAM is 
surprise-packed and fast moving. A sim- 
ple sermon-from-science, magic illustrat- 
ing Bible truths—all take turns at getting 
the evening off to a good start. Hundreds 
of boys and girls from five to eighteen 
herd into the central meeting room for 
this opening feature. 

Then, Murfin, with just the right 
amount of toughness in his voice, splits 
the crowd for the game period. Older fel- 
lows race upstairs to smack a volleyball, 
teen-age girls scream themselves hoarse 
in relay races, while those in the nursery 
content themselves with favorite march- 
ing games. Murfin runs from basement 
to third floor of the mammoth church, 
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keeping check on each department and 
saying “Hi” to every boy or girl he sees. 

Leaders shrill their whistles at eight 
and the shouting slowly dies down. Then, 
larger departments divide into smaller 
groups for Bible study. “Six to a leader 
is about right,” Murfin advises. 

Sessions of Scripture memorizing and 
Bible stories have been glamorized as 
“Powwow Time.” “Powwow does the real 
work of the club,” explains Murfin. “Here 
the kids meet Christ. We’ve ruled out 
dramatic mass meetings with emotional 
build-ups to invitations. During Pow- 
wow, the children hear about salvation 
and can ask questions without feeling 
self-conscious. The foundation is laid 
here. Conversions usually come after a 
quiet talk between a leader and a child.” 

After a half-hour of Powwow, the 
groups unite again in larger departments 
to hear a chatty talk from a missionary 
or a Sunday school teacher visiting for 
the evening. 

When club dismisses at eight-thirty, 
the children start home slowly. No one 
pushes to get out the door. Big sisters 
button coats on their charges, wipe 
noses, then sidle over to the information 
desk for a smile from Jessie Murfin. The 
boys cluster around their group leaders, 
discussing baseball or their paper routes. 
Murfin stands at the door to say “So 
long” as they straggle out; his tie is 
loose, his coat off and his hair ruffled. 

“Of course, I’m tired,” he comments, 
“put it’s worth it. The kids are coming 
in off the street, aren’t they?” 

Seventy-two group leaders share Mur- 
fin’s headaches. Secretaries, students, 
businessmen—they donate to the club the 
one night of the week most people stay 
home and relax. Couples stack dishes and 
come together; university students close 
their books and travel miles on a street- 
car, because they see the urgency of 
helping these neglected youngsters. 


M URFIN AND HIS LEADERS have 
not given their evenings in vain. They 
can point out ringleaders of pool hall 
gangs contentedly playing volleyball in 
the church. But more important, they 
can count over a hundred decisions for 
Christ. 

“The children don’t change overnight, 
of course,’ the leaders explain, “even 
after they accept Christ. But slowly we 
see a difference. Ragged clothes are neat- 
er, faces cleaner. And voices are a little 
less loud, words less coarse.” 

Murfin calls Jackie a typical “off-the- 
streeter.” Jackie’s mother and father, di- 
vorced, live only four blocks apart. The 
boy divides his day between the two 
houses, running in and out of both, 
but never getting much love or attention 
in either. 

His first night at the club, he found 
he became the center of interest when 
he lay down on the floor and screamed. 
Murfin stood about ten minutes of this, 
then told him to get out. The next week 
Jackie came back, screamed some more, 
and Murfin sent him home again. 

After the eighth time, the teachings 
of the club took hold. Jackie accepted 
Christ and began to make friends in 
his department. “At last he found the

love he had looked for so long,” says 
Murfin. Now, he comes to church regu- 
larly, as well as club meetings. You'll 
usually find him sitting toward the front, 
singing from Jessie Murfin’s hymnbook. 


_- success of the Off-the- 
Street Club has nurtured other groups 
in the church. Of these, the boys’ glee 
club has already achieved city-wide popu- 
larity. Sixty-five boys faithfully turn 
out for rehearsal once a week on Friday 
afternoons. Their only reward is the 
thrill of singing over the radio occasion- 
ally or a bus ride to the south side of 
Chicago to take part in an evening 
church service. 

When the boys line up to sing, they 
don’t even faintly resemble the tradi- 
tional choir boys of a cathedral. Their 
Friday night club T-shirts fail to dis- 
guise the patches on their pants. Their 
songs aren’t low, sweet and angeiic, 
either. The tempo is martial, lively 
enough to hold their interest from stray- 
ing to thoughts of punching the fellow 
in the next row. 


“We aren’t dealing with choir boys,” 
says Director Murfin, “and we don't 
expect them to sing choir boy music. Any 
boy can join if he can master the scales. 
We stick to gospel choruses and fast 
moving hymns. We aim for volume and 
we get it.” 

Many of these boys have been used 
to spending their Friday afternoons swip- 
ing fruit from the local vendor or tell- 
ing off-color jokes on the corner. Any- 
thing resembling order seems strange 
indeed. So the rules are tough. 

Two consecutive absences from re- 
hearsal mean you’re out. The boys take 
this without flinching. Last winter, Tom- 
my walked eighteen blocks in ten above 
zero weather to get to rehearsal. He 
didn’t own an overcoat; he arrived wear- 
ing just a thin jacket, without even an 
undershirt. He didn’t have the carfare, 
he explained, but he had to get to the 
rehearsal because he had missed the 
week before. 

Discipline rules aren’t sissy, either. On 
the back of each boy’s registration card 
is a small rectangle. This is “poison 
corner.” For each tack on another fel- 
low’s chair, for gum on somebody’s 
sweater, or other undue disturbance, 
a black mark goes in poison corner. After 
three marks a culprit is courtmartialed 
by his own buddies. They judge him, 
weigh him in the balance and if they 
find him wanting in real desire to sing 
for Christ, they throw him out. 

And the system works. Interruptions 
for practical jokes are at a minimum. 
In a year’s time, the boys have served 
judgment on only two. 


Morrm’s PSYCHOLOGY iS 
practical and strictly experimental. But 
it is successful. “I’ve got all my problems 
boiled down to just two,” he says; “how 
to get the kids’ attention and how to hold 
it.” 

He answers both riddles with the same 
solution. Most of the children come from 
homes where presents are rare, even at 
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Christmas. In fact, too many of the 
youngsters have stolen in the past to 
get something for nothing. So Murfin 
gives away everything from trinkets to 
live pets to tempt them into the church 
on Friday nights. 

But his plan of reward is not hit-or- 
miss. Prizes for Scripture memorization 
are chosen with a view to keeping the 
verses in the children’s minds as long 
as possible. For learning Isaiah 53:6, 
“All we like sheep have gone astray...” 
Susie wins a tiny toy lamb. Every time 
she fingers it, she has occasion to re- 
member the verse it illustrates. 

Biggest prizes are offered for swelling 
attendance at club meetings. For bring- 
ing Jackie, who lives in the basement 
flat below him, Jimmy takes home a gold- 
fish or a turtle. But for bringing Jackie 
and his sister Ann, Jimmy wins a kitten. 

Murfin names the turtle as an ex- 
tremely effective prize. Painted on the 
back of Jimmy Murphy’s turtle are the 
words, “Friday Night Club.” “Friday 
Night Club? What’s that?” asks Mrs. 
Brady when she peers into the fish bowl 
in the Murphy’s flat. And next week, she 
may send her five boys to the club meet- 
ing with Jimmy. 

Walking advertisements are Murfin’s 
specialty. Most of them cover more 
ground than turtles, too. For coming 
to the club on a Friday night, then to 
Sunday school, then to the Sunday after- 
noon club, and then back to Off-the- 
Street Club, Jimmy or Susie wins a T- 
shirt, with red letters that shout, “Friday 
Night Club, Moody Memorial Church.” 
Wardrobes are limited, so that T-shirt 
goes a lot of places and sees a lot of 
people. This, of course, is exactly as 
Murfin planned it. “One T-shirt running 
up and down a playground is better than 
a hundred posters sitting in store win- 
dows,” he states. 

“And none of this costs much,” Murfin 
assures budget-balancing youth directors 
who ask about the project. “We run on a 
budget of about thirty dollars a night 
for three hundred children.” To those 
who question the suitability of his give- 
away lure, Murfin has an answer in 
I Corinthians 9:22, “I am made all things 
to all men that I might by all means 
save some.” 

Murfin’s hopes for the Off-the-Street 
Club in the future center around lots 
more of the same: more children from 
off the streets, more leaders, and more 
boys and girls saved for Christ. But he 
also dreams of the time when he can 
rent a near-by loft and call every week 
night club night. He’ll specialize in hand- 
work; stamp collecting and metalcraft 
for the boys, knitting and sewing for 
the girls. 

As one Chicago man put it recently, 
“Murfin won’t be satisfied until he has 
transformed all the city’s future gang- 
sters into future deacons.” But Murfin 
is not concerned about mere deacons. 
His goal is salvaged lives, snatched from 
streets and alleys to know the Lord Jesus 
Christ and live for Him.

of special mention was Major General 
O. O. Howard, of Washington, D.C. He 
was the practical head of the U.S. Army. 

At the time he visited the city there 
were thousands of old soldiers, both 
G.A.R. and Confederate in Chicago. A 
special meeting was held for them on a 
Sunday afternoon in Central Music Hall. 
The lower portion of the building was 
reserved for the old soldiers. The balcony 
and galleries were packed, mostly with 
wives and widows, children and orphans. 

It so happened that during the war, 
Major Whittle was on General Howard’s 
staff, and for that reason Mr. Moody in- 
sisted that he preside at this soldiers’ 
meeting. 

On the platform with Major Whittle 
and General Howard was Major Cole, an 
evangelist from Michigan. Colonel Sex- 
ton, another prominent soldier, was there. 
Also, there was a representative of the 
British Army, Lord Bennett of London. 

As General Howard stepped forward 
after being introduced by Major Whittle, 
the entire audience arose and applauded. 
When the applause ceased, General 
Howard requested that they sing an old 
favorite song of his, “Hold the Fort.” 

As far as I know, this was the only 
time that song was sung during the 
World’s Fair Campaign. Mr. Moody said 
that he had stopped asking for this num- 
ber because he did not want Christians 
just to hold th2 fort. He wanted them 
to “storm” the strongholds of Satan. 

General Howard said he had intended 
to speak that afternoon on the mercies of 
God, but Major Whittle, who presided at 
the meeting, had asked him to tell some- 
thing out of his own experience. 

He started out by saying: “Perhaps my 
simple story will help to cheer someone 
in the Christian way.” 

He said he was thankful for being 
born in a Christian home. When he left 
that home his mother gave him a verse 
of Scripture for his life motto: “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his right- 
eousness, and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” 

But in his life there came a time of 
unbelief. 

“IT spoke as others, slightingly of the 
Bible and religion,” he said. 

One day he was rebuked by a friend, 
who told him he ought to stop ridiculing 
the Bible and just be a “Christian.” 

“These words,” the General declared, 
“have been on my heart for forty-seven 
years. They brought me under conviction 
of sin. They have been a wonderful factor 
in my life.” 

About that time he went to West Point. 
There he braved the ridicule of cadets 
by going to religious services and working 
in the Sunday school. , 

“It was harder to face the ridicule of 
these cadets,” he asserted, “than it was 
the musketry of battle.” 

One day he sat in a little out-of-the- 
way church in uniform. He said, “It 
seemed that the preacher was preaching 
right at me.” 

“Which side had you rather be on?” the 
preacher asked. “The Lord’s side or the

side of those who mock Christ?” 

General Howard remarked: “I said to 
myself, ‘I had rather be on the Lord’s 
side.’” Rising, he went to the altar where 
he knelt and prayed. There he found 
peace. “As I got up from my knees,” he 
said, “I knew my sins were gone.” 

And so the soldiers’ meeting closed. 
Scores of people asked to be remembered 
in the closing prayer. 


The Closing Meeting 


Since the campaign had opened simul- 
taneously with the opening of the World’s 
Fair, Mr. Moody had decided that the 
work should come to an end on October 
31, the same day the fair closed its gates. 

Through the weeks, as the meetings 
had proceeded, the congregations had in- 
creased in numbers. During the final 
month, we had 125 meetings going all 
at the same time. Ministers, singers and 
helpers were on hand from everywhere. 
There had been a steady increase in at- 
tendance from a total of 30,000 on the 
first Sunday to a total of 125,000 the last 
Sunday. 

Two farewell meetings were held. One 
for the public was held during the mid- 
day hour in Central Music Hall. The 
other, for the workers who had taken 
part in the six months’ campaign, was 
held in the evening at Chicago Avenue 
Church. 

The meeting in Central Music Hall be- 
gan at 10:00 a.m. and continued until 3:30 
‘pm. Some of us were afraid that the 
attendance of this nearly all-day meeting 
would be affected by the attractions that 
the World’s Fair management scheduled 
for the last day. 

However, our fears were ungrounded. 
When the singers arrived at Central 
Music Hall at 9:30 to begin the song 
service, the house was then more than 
half full. In less than fifteen minutes, 
every seat was taken, and we were thank- 
ful Mr. Moody had asked Dr. Torrey to 
obtain Willard Hall a few blocks away 
for an overflow meeting. 

What marvelous singing! Professor 
Stebbins was at the organ, and Dr. Town- 
er was leading. Including Mr. Moody, 
there were fifteen speakers at this fare- 
well meeting. With the conclusion of their 
messages the actual work of the greatest 
evangelistic movement the world has ever 
seen was concluded. There had .been 
nothing like it before. There has been 
nothing like it since. 

The evening meeting in the Chicago 
Avenue Church was a farewell meeting 
for the speakers, singers, and workers of 
various kinds. 

The entire singing force of the cam- 
paign, including the chorus choir, was 
seated in the choir loft. Mrs. Pearson 
sang for the last time in the campaign, 
“The Eye of Faith.” 

The Moody Quartet gave as its last 
number the song it had sung six months 
before at the 11:00 o’clock hour in the 
153 Building auditorium—“Remember 
Now Thy Creator in the Days of Thy 
Youth.” 

John McNeill gave the first address. He 
began by eulogizing Mr. Moody for the 
success of the great campaign. 

Like a shot, Mr. Moody was on his feet. 
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He interrupted Mr. McNeill. 
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“That’s enough of that,” he said, “I 
don’t want to hear any more about what 
I've done. Tell us about what the Lord 
has done.” 

That Mr. McNeill was taken by sur- 
prise was evident. 

“Can you feature that!” he exclaimed. 
“Here’s the commander-in-chief of the 
whole campaign—he’s done all the work. 
We only followed his orders. And the 
audacity of it! He won’t let me tell any- 
thing about what he has done.” 

fr. Moody gave his final address of 

the campaign at this meeting. He began 
by saying: 

“This church is a hallowed spot to 
me. It’s full of memories. But there 
was a danger; the danger that I would 
be wedded to it. I used to think the 
sun rose and set right here on this spot. 

“I went away from here, and I found 
that there were other places—the 
dwelling places of God, as dear to Him 
as this church. 

“What a grand six months we have 
had to preach the gospel, not only to 
our great republic, but to the nations of 
the earth 

“There have been some disappoint- 
ments. The whiskey men have not sold 
as much whiskey as they expected. A 
great many of them are much disap- 
pointed. 

“T thank God that their business has 
suffered. I pray God to bless every one 
of them, and smash up their business. 

“T want to say that things look 
brighter tonight than they did six 
months ago. God has been with us. The 
shout has been heard in the camp for 
the last six months.” 

This was the last time the many work- 
ers who had labored together gathered 
as a group. By the next day, many of 
them were scattered and the great soul- 
thrilling moments of the six months of 
evangelistic effort had passed into history. 

And what of the cost? Mr. Moody said 
expenses of the campaign, including the 
weeks of preparation, averaged $300 a day 
for over two hundred days—a total of 
$60,000—and that was in 1893. There was 
no way of estimating the hours of prayer, 
of preparation and rehearsal, of singing 
and preaching and dealing with souls 
which went to help make the campaign 
the success it was. 

But neither is there a way of knowing 
how many thousands of lost souls re- 
ceived eternal life, how many of the vast 
crowds attracted by the fair were 
snatched beyond reach of its snares and 
temptations, how many lukewarm be- 
lievers were revived and inspired for life- 
times of consecrated service. Only when 
the books are opened and the dead, both 
small and great, stand before the great 
white throne—if then—will it be known 
the extent to which God used D. L. Moody 
at the fair in those busy summer months 
of 1893.

stronger than the Pimo’s and some god 
greater and more powerful than those 
he and all his people worshiped. Out of 
the darkness of his heathen heart Ma 
Chu Ren sent a prayer heavenward, 
groping toward the true God of whom 
he had never heard: 

“Tien Lao Yeh (Venerable Heavenly 
Grandfather), hear the voice of your 
humble servant, Ma, who beseeches you 
to give deliverance from this evil demon 
who seeks the destruction of his body. 
If I have displeased you in any way, 
forgive me and show me what must be 
done to placate your anger. Give me light 
in the darkness of my life and heal my 
soul of sin so that I may enjoy the 
blessings of your favor and be delivered 
from the vengeance of your wrath.” 

Though he knew it not, Ma Chu Ren 
was calling for a Christian doctor, one 
who could prescribe the right medicine 
for his illness and could tell him of the 
soul-saving power of Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. He was calling Dr. Smith, 
or Dr. Jones, or Dr. Brown—someone 
medically trained, spiritually equipped 
and God-directed who could meet his 
need and that of thousands more like 
him who are suffering from physical and 
spiritual disease. 

But there was no answer from heaven 
in the heart of the sick man; no peace 
as a result of his prayer; no light, no 
forgiveness, no blessing and no healing 
of his body. With a groan of helpless 
resignation he turned his face to the 
wall and wished he might die. 

One day Ma Chu Ren will die. He will 
die without hope, without Christ, without 
God. He will die, and his unregenerate 
soul will go to a hell where “their worm 
dieth not and the fire is not quenched.” 
He will die and be everlastingly separated 
from God and everything good. He will 
die in his sins—unless he is reached 
with the gospel of Christ and receives 
salvation by faith in the finished work 
of the Lord Jesus. 

The history of medical missions in 
China is replete with glorious stories of 
bodies healed and souls born anew 
through the twofold ministry of conse- 
crated doctors and nurses. Right now 
there are unlimited opportunities for this 
type of medical evangelism among the 
independent Nosu of west China. Dr. 
James Broomhall, of the China Inland 
Mission, is already at work among the 
Chinese and Nosu in the eastern moun- 
tains of Sikang province. He reports an 
eagerness on the part of many, not 
only for medicine, but also for an under- 
standing of the good news in Christ. 

Many years ago Samuel Pollard, an 
early Methodist missionary in Yunnan 
province, wrote: “One wishes that among 
these brave but superstitious hill men 
some modern medical man would set to 
work to relieve the suffering that abounds, 
and lead these people out from the dis- 
tressing fear of the all-powerful demon. 
There is great and happy work waiting 
for some medical men among the hills 
of the independent Nosu.” 





The Conservative Baptist Foreign Mis- 


sion Society, working in the Anning 
River valley in eastern Sikang province, 
with stations in Sichang, Hweili and 
Luku, plans to move out into the Nosy 
areas as soon as language barriers are 
overcome and new recruits are forth. 
coming. Although the three cities men- 
tioned are inhabited by Chinese and at 
present are centers for Chinese work, 
they lie very near the Nosu. Luku espe- 
cially is right in the midst of thousands of 
these proud, warlike people, who do much 
of their trading there. At Luku a hos- 
pital is to be opened as soon as political 
conditions in China warrant such a move, 
and by then prayers for a doctor to man 
the hospital will have been answered.* 
Through contacts made as the Nosu come 
for healing, evangelistic itinerations will 
be made into the mountains, where these 
people live in a feudal type of communty, 
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The Nosu are an ancient race of people 
jnhabiting the rugged, elevated regions 
of Sikang, Yunnan, Kweichow and Szech- 
wan provinces in southwest China. Those 
of Kweichow and Yunnan in particular 
are usually referred to as Nosu, or in 
some cases as southern Nosu. A more 
descriptive and realistic name would be 
“dependent” Nosu. As the Chinese in 
past centuries expanded in west China, 
they subjugated these people and in 
most cases virtually absorbed them into 
the cultural stream of Chinese life. Not 
so the Nosu of west Szechwan and Sikang 
provinces, who are called independent or 
northern Nosu. 

In contrast to those south of the 
Yangtze River, the great majority of 
northern Nosu have stubbornly and mili- 
tantly refused to be subjugated by 
Chinese authority or to be assimilated 
by Chinese culture. Resenting the mas- 
sacres Of their ancestors by the Chinese 
who sought to subdue them, they fre- 
quently raid the Chinese, sometimes with 
thousands of warriors, and carry off cap- 
tives, livestock, cloth and provisions as 
“rent” for the land which was stolen from 
them. The last big uprising was in 1926, 
but small forays still occur. 


In January, 1947, the Chinese launched 
a full scale punitive expedition south of 
Sichang in an effort to repay the Nosu 
for their raids and killings. Even more 
recently the heads of several Nosu were 
publicly displayed in Sichang as a warn- 
ing to others that only punishment awaits 
further misdeeds. In the light of these 
facts it is only natural that the Nosu 
hate the Chinese, and this feeling is 
returned by the Chinese with interest. 


Possibly 1,500,000 Nosu live in the 
areas to be reached by the China Inland 
Mission and the Conservative Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society. Living in moun- 
tainous and sometimes almost inacces- 
sible places, they are a challenge to the 
best of Christian young manhood and 
womanhood. Only young people who are 
physically strong, spiritually alive and 
have a dash of pioneer blood in their 
veins are wanted to lead the advance 
into this backwoods area of the world’s 
need. Doctors are needed, nurses are 
needed, evangelists and teachers are 
needed, translators are needed; but most 
of all much prayer must be made for 
these precious souls without a knowledge 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The independent Nosu are open to 
Christian missionaries as they have never 
been before, and it will be a tragedy 
if the present opportunity is not grasped 
for the honor and glory of Almighty 
God. This is one of the “uttermost” parts, 
and it is the prayer of those already on 
the field that God will raise up more 
servants and thrust them out into this 
harvest where the forces of Satan have 
held sway too long. How the courts of 
heaven will ring when the proud and 
haughty Nosu kneel at the foot of the 
cross to receive the gift of eternal life 
which the Son of God purchased for 
them as well as for all the children of 
men.

The present reviewer has always disliked 
the word yuletide (used here as a title) 
since it carries pagan rather than Christian 
meaning. Many so-called Christmas cus- 
toms referred to are also clearly relics of 
pagan superstition rather than Christian 
truth.

This is an imaginative story for children 
which seeks to teach a lesson of unselfish 
kindness. Fantasy has its place in children’s 
stories, provided it can be clearly recog- 
nized as such by the child; but the min- 
gling of fancy with the precious truth of 
the birth of Jesus, in the manner of this 
book is confusing to children and objec- 
tionable.

The Work of the Holy Spirit, by Wale 
ter Thomas Conner. 


The subtitle of this book says that it is a 
treatment of the biblical doctrine of the 
divine Spirit. 

One is refreshed at the author’s humility 
in his approach to his subject. He has 
taught in a great comeery in Texas for 
nearly forty years, and has been a preacher 
of the gospel for nearly fifty years. He says 
that if he waited until he had reached 
finality on all points, he would never speak 
at all. He believes, however, that he can 
speak with a measure of assurance on the 
main features of the biblical doctrine of 
the Spirit. 

He is more interested in the practical 
bearing of the work of the Holy Spirit on 
the life of man than in the theoretical 
aspect of the matter. In his introductory 
chapter he begins just there, and discusses 
the great need for careful study of the 


doctrine of the Holy Spirit. The doctrine 
has been perverted; certain substitutes 
have been offered for the Spirit’s work, he 
explains. 

Dr. Conner then gives a full treatment 
of the Spirit in the Old Testament, in the 
Synoptics, in the Book of Acts, in the 
writings of John in the Gospel and Epistles, 
in the writings of Paul, in First Peter, 
Hebrews, and in Revelation. He devotes a 
closing chapter to a discussion of the per- 
sonality of the Holy Spirit. 

The value of this book lies in its warmth 
and in its application to the lives of be- 
lievers today. There are weighty treatises 
in the fields of Old and New Testament 
theology in which the doctrine of the 
Spirit is presented in such a way as to leave 
the reader cold. This new treatment leaves 
the reader desiring to learn more of the 
person and work of the Holy Spirit, and to 
experience the power of the Holy Spirit 
more fully in his life and service for 
Christ. 

It appears to this reviewer at least that 
many pastors through their continual si- 
lence on this important theme of Scripture 
have left themselves and their people open 
and unprotected from false or distorted 
teaching concerning the Holy Spirit. Prob- 
ably many ministers have felt that they did 
not understand what the Bible does say on 
the subject, and so they have kept up their 
campaigns of silence. This book ought to 
help ministers, especially, to see the possi- 
bilities of practical presentations of the 
Bible teaching concerning the Holy Spirit. 

The book has an appeal and _ interest 
value also to the popular reader who will 
apply himself to the book, chapter by chap- 
ter. It should have a wide reading and a 
long and useful life.

The Faith of the Christian Church, 
by Gustaf Aulén. 


In this latest work by Bishop Aulén, a 
leader in the school of thought known as 
Lundensianism, we have a significant con- 
tribution to current theology that must be 
reckoned with, whether we agree or dis- 
agree with the content of the book. In 
addition to his work as preacher, teacher, 
and writer, Dr. Aulén has been one of the 
foremost in the ecumenical movement 
heading up the World Council of Churches. 
Doctrinally, his position is essentially that 
of neo-orthodoxy. 

The book is by no means easy reading. 
The style is rather foggy and heavy. The 
book is a mixture of truth and error. In 
common with the neo-supernaturalists of 
our day, the author seems to have no very 
clear conviction as to the supreme author- 
ity of the Bible. In fact, he scorns the view 
of verbal inspiration of the Scriptures. 
Apparently, his view of the Trinity leans 
strongly in the direction of modalism; that 
is to say, he holds that we can have no 
real knowledge of the essential nature of 
Deity—the Father, Son and Spirit being 
three manifestations of the one Person. 

Another great defect in Dr. Aulén’s doc- 
trinal viewpoint is this: He belittles the 
idea that a propitiatory sacrifice was neces- 
sary before God could forgive sin without 
doing volence to His holiness and justice. 
The atonement was God’s love deed in 
Christ. It was the conquest over evil on 
the part of a struggling God. The emphasis 
is all upon the reconciling of man to God; 
the need of God being reconciled to man is 
overlooked. 

Many of his readers will, no doubt, take 
exception to the author’s contention that 
the purpose of systematic theology is not 
to furnish proofs for faith nor to determine 
what “ought to be believed,” but rather to 
concentrate on the attempt to understand 
the faith. Bishop Aulén seems to regard 
creation as a continuous and creative ex- 
pression of divine love. He also holds that 
revelation, while it reached the high-water 
mark in the contents of Scripture, did not 
cease then, but continues. In this he seems 
to confuse revelation with illumination. 
While revelation has been completed, there 
is a progressive comprehension of the con- 
tents of that revelation through the Holy

Spirit—like the unfolding of the universe 
through. ever more powerful instruments 
for exploring the depths of space. The 
writer is inclined, if we understand him 
aright, to make Christian experience the 
criterion of the Word rather than the Word 
the criterion of experience. 

Despite the above mentioned blemishes, 
however, the book has nat a little to com- 
mend it. Dr. Aulén insists that God, rather 
than man, must be made central in any 
adequate system of doctrine. The initial 
approach must be from God to man and 
not from man to God. The possibility of 
salvation lies entirely in the divine will 
and not in any human quality. “Every 
tendency to make God serve human inter- 
ests is doomed.” He also stresses the im- 
possibility of a holy God compromising 
with evil in any way whatsoever. 

For many readers, part four of the book, 
which deals with the Church, will seem to 
be the clearest and most satisfactory por- 
tion of this theological treatise. In this 
section the clouds of obscurity have largely 
melted away and the sun has come out in 
full strength. The thought is expressed with 
a lucidity and clarity that make it easy to 
follow. This may be due to the author's 
keen interest and active participation in 
that which leads toward church unity. But 
even in his treatment of this theme there 
are points with which adherents of the 
various ecclesiastical communions will have 
occasion to take strong exception. 

As will be seen from this review, this is 
a book that, with all its interweaving of 
truth and error, cannot be overlooked by 
those who would keep abreast of contem- 
porary religious thought.

Toward the Great Awakening, by Sid- 
ney W. Powell. 


Here is a book which purports to be a 
treatise on evangelism from an evangelical 
standpoint. In strong literary style the 
author presents historic evangelism, show- 
ing how national crises have been averted 
by great religious awakenings. He states 
that the “political economists and the scien- 
tists who are largely responsible for the 
new age are turning in fear to the Church, 
begging her to invoke the spiritual power 
to which she has access, to control the 
appalling means of human annihilation 
which have been created.” 

We would take issue with this statement 
on many counts, but especially on that 
concerning “the Church” having access to 
spiritual power which, apparently, the au- 
thor implies is solely available to the 
Church. Moreover, throughout the book, 
the expression “the Church,” stands for 
Christendom as a whole or perhaps even 
certain recognized Christian bodies, but yet, 
often, truths only applicable to the “Church 
which is His Body,” are indiscriminately 
applied. 

On page 27 Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen 
is quoted as saying, “There are ten million 
Americans who are hungry for conversion 
today. The age of indifference to religion 
is ended.” This evidently meets with hearty 
approbation, despite the fact that it is 
contrary to such Scripture passages as 
II Timothy 3:1-5 and I Timothy 4:1. Despite 
the fact that there are many portions of 
the book which sound right and are scrip- 
tural, the author’s lack of spiritual insight 
and discernment make the book a danger- 
ous volume in the hands of inexperienced 
young preachers, semina ry students, church 
officers or others less able to separate the 
chaff from the grain. It is said that great 
names like Moody, Chapman, Finney, 
Horatius Bonar and other men mightily 
used of God should be quoted and men- 
tioned contemporaneously with Roman 
Catholic Sheen, liberal writers such as 
Leslie Weatherhead, etc. The book may 
well prove to be an instrument toward the 
great Deception!

‘aimed have a vital contemporaneity for 
the Negroes, Jews, and other minority 
groups of our day. The oppressed need not 
live in fear, deception, and hate. They can 
live in peace and love through an adherence 
to the teachings of Jesus. 

Although this book has for the most part 
a wholesome and needed emphasis, we feel 
that the liberal Christological and biblio- 
logical bias of the author has warped his 
conceptions, thereby diminishing the value 
of his work. 

Thurman, who is co-pastor of the Church 
for the Fellowship of All Peoples, San 
Francisco, writes beautifully and interest- 
ingly. The work should be read with cau- 
tion because of the liberal views expressed 
by the author.

G. Campbell Morgan. 


Every reader who was fortunate enough 
to sit at the feet of the “Prince of Ex- 
positors” will welcome any book from the 
pen of Dr. Morgan. This book evidently is 
one of a series of reprints of former pub- 
lications, produced in a pocket-size, handy- 
gift edition. 

In this volume the author takes an un- 
common look at the parable, usually called 
the story of “The Prodigal Son.” Dr. 
Morgan places the main emphasis on the 
inexhaustible love of the eternal Father, 
rather than on the repentance of the re- 
turning son. He propounds as an eternal 
truth, “The foundation for all Christian 
service is a superabundant conviction of 
= value to God of every human life.”

Thy King Cometh, by Fred H. Linde- 
mann. 


This book represents an endeavor by a 
Lutheran pastor to search the Scriptures, 
as well as the Lutheran confessions, the 
writings of Martin Luther, and those of 
the Church Fathers in order to ascertain 
their teaching with regard to “the sacra- 
ment of the altar.” To the present reviewer 
it seems that the Scriptures have been in- 
terpreted in the light of these other im- 
portant but uninspired works. 

The author pleads for a return to what 
he feels to be the proper observance of the 
Lord’s Supper, on the grounds of the his- 
torical importance attached to the efficacy 
of the holy communion to communicate the 
blessings of Christ’s atonement. He speaks 
of the “real Presence in the holy sacrament” 
and of the Saviour “offering Himself month 
after month,” which seems to us to be un- 
scriptural (see Heb. 9:25, 26; 10:14; etc.). 

In the chapter on “How Christ Comes 
Again,” he indicates that the promise “to 
His believers that He would come again” 
is fulfilled when He “return(s) invisibly 
and continue(s) to live in His believers to 
the end of time in all His power and love,” 
while in another place he states that “this 
promise to return invisibly was fulfilled on 
Pentecost” (p. 89). In the same paragraph 
it is stated that “the Lord found it neces- 
sary to draw attention to His invisible 
return by sensational signs and wonders.” 

There are many other teachings which 
would not meet with the general approval 
of evangelical Christians.

Dictionary of Illustrations for Plat- 
form and Pulpit, by Walter Baxendale. 


Here is a veritable thesaurus of illustra- 
tions with a scriptural message. There are 
6,333 stories arranged by subject in alpha- 
betical order and numbered consecutively. 
Two indexes at the end of the book enhance 
its value incalculably, as they provide a 
complete subject index with cross refer- 
ences, and a textual index indicating what 
stories illustrate thousands of texts from 
Genesis 1:1 to Revelation 22:19. 

This book goes far beyond the limitations 
of the usual compilations of short stories for 
illustrations. It is a masterpiece of analysis 
and lucid thinking as to points made by 
the stories and the exact Setiotuce verses 
suggested by the points made. The pub- 
lishers have rendered a tremendous service 
to the busy preachers and teachers of these 
crowded days in which we live in producing 
such a book as this. 

If we would make one criticism it would 
be in connection with the title. This is a 
thesaurus and not a dictionary of illustra- 
tions.

From Mission Hospital to Concentra- 
tion Camp, by Stephen Douglas Sturton. 


An interesting “diary-type” account of a 
missionary doctor’s experiences in China 
before and during World War II. The con- 
tents will be of special interest to students 
of current missionary history in China. 
Some of the bibliography is taken directly 
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from the writings of known liberals, and 
the appeal to the “social gospel” as well 
as the emphasis given to the “Oxford Move- 
ment” in certain chapters detracts some- 
what from its value in conservative circles. 
The book is recommended only for factual 
and historical reading.

Fighting Faith, by Fred Barker. 


If you want to read an autobiography of 
an Australian evangelist, written in amus- 
<a brogue, Fighting Faith is your 
book. 

Aside from its entertaining reading, meet- 
ing up with such expressions as “what-cher 
‘aving to eat?” (what are you having to 
eat), “roast biff” (roast beef), “jerked out” 
(drew out), “clouting” (hitting), “not for 
brass” (money), “proboscis” (nose), — 
(you), and many, many others, the book 
is a real testimony to the venture of faith 
on the part of Mr. and Mrs. Barker, he 
being a pugilist in his earlier days, hence 
the title “Fighting Faith.”

Let Us Protestants Awake, by Reuben 
H. Markham. * 

This is a privately published pamphlet 
of 80 pages and without a stated price. It 
is exhortative, aiming at calling Protestants 
to awake to a realization of the very real 
dangers of Communism and arouse them to 
see that what propaganda in favor of Rus- 
sian Bolshevism they may hear from Pro- 
testant religious leaders is entirely un- 
reliable on various grounds. 

The booklet contains interesting statistics, 
but it also includes conclusions with which 
an evangelical Christian would never agree. 
One such statement is sufficient to warn 
off most readers: “I am convinced that a 
moral or cultural atmosphere which en- 
courages persons to jeer the Mother of 
God will also lead them to jeer the Son 
of God.” These are the writer’s exact words, 
and here is another statement in the next 
paragraph: “I greet every Christian preach- 
er, priest or layman who is earnestly trying 
to serve Christ my own brothers. The 
struggle is so terrific, I welcome allies.” 

The chapter on Sectarianism is listed in 
the “Table of Contents” as “Secularism,” 
but the former is evidently intended. That 
on “Protestant Collaborators” is revealing 
and tragically true. From a purely religio- 
political viewpoint there is interesting ma- 
terial for thought here, but it is scarcely the 
kind of booklet a normal evangelical book- 
shop would stock.

Never Alone, or the Unseen Guest, by 
J. Wilmot Mahood. 


Author of many religious works, Dr. 
Mahood now presents his new book on the 
Holy Spirit. He does not treat his subject 
in the usual manner of a theological dis- 
cussion with proofs substantiating his 
claims; it’s the practical side of the near- 
ness of the Holy Spirit as the Unseen Guest. 
“Statesmen may have their North Atlantic 
Pact, and U._N. charters, and world re- 
covery plans, but the only hope for a war- 
wrecked world . . . is the recognition of the 
Spirit of truth and power. We have tried 
intellectualism, diplomacy, Sunday evening 
lectures, book reviews, moving pictures, 
sociability, good music, perfect organiza- 
tion,” says Dr. Mahood. “Why not try the 
Holy Spirit?” His material makes inter- 
esting and helpful reading. ‘ 

The book is written in twenty-four very 
short, concise, and enlightening chapters. A 
few of the chapters are, “His Presence 
Now,” “Our Second Birth,” “He Convicts of 
Sin,” “Church Officers,” “A Spirit-Filled 
Choir,” “A Beautiful Life.” 

Dr. Mahood very wisely sidesteps all 
matters pertaining to the Holy Spirit which 
lead to controversy and fanatical positions 
that are hindrances rather than helps.

sciousness of weakness is the condition 
for their receiving strength. “He hath 

. exalted them of low degree” (Luke 
1:52), for “His strength is made perfect 
in weakness” (II Cor. 12:9). 

“Shall mount up with wings .. .” We 
bring to Him our inability, He brings to 
us His ability to mount up; “as though 
gifted with eagle pinions, we go on, our 
faith the wing that lifts us ever upward.” 

Weariness has many causes: the duties 
of life that press in upon us, the ordinary 
drudgery of existence—tasks that must be 
repeated thousands of times over, work 
that is never finished—life’s disappoint- 
ments, the discourtesies of others. All 
these are exhausting. But it would seem 
that God’s men who work the hardest, 
who bear the heaviest disappointments, 
who are maligned the most, are those 
lofty characters who “outsoar the shadow 
of their night and live close to the sun.” 
Why? Because they have learned the 
secret of the winged-life. 

Faintness is something else again. 
Many times it is brought on by illness. 
Annie Johnson Flint, poetess-with-wings, 
knew what it was to faint. For forty years 
the victim of a dread disease which grew 
steadily worse until every joint in her 
body was rigid, she could write from her 
bed of pain: 


“I am so tired, Lord—oh, lift me up 

To Thine unfailing strength and rest 
me so. 

I am so weary of the stress and strain, 

The fevered rush, the grinding daily 
toil

REACHING RURAL SCHOOLS 
“The conduct of my pupils has im- 
proved 50 per cent...” wrote a rural 


school teacher in Tennessee recently to 
the Colportage office of Moody Bible In- 
stitute. The reason? Moody Colportage 
literature, for the teacher went on to 
explain that this improvement had been 
noted since children in the school began 
to read the books and Scripture portions 
supplied through the Colportage work. 

The idea that school conduct can be 
improved 50 per cent through the use of 
Gospels and Christian literature wasn’t 
the primary reason D. L. Moody founded 
the Colportage work back in the last 
century. He was only interested in reach- 
ing the hearts and souls of children in 
needy rural areas with “paper mission- 
aries”—free of charge. But the project 
has borne fruit in many ways. 

In an Alabama school, a free set of 
Colportage books apparently solved the 
comic book problem. The teacher wrote, 
“The children in my school have no 
library. They are starved for literature, 
but had none but comic books. Now they 
anxiously read the [Colportage] books 
and I haven’t seen a comic book in school 
since.” 

More peace and quiet on the play- 
ground has also been a result in Ken- 
tucky. “The students are very enthusias- 
tic about these books and are anxious 
to read all of them. Since reading the 
books, some of the students have acquired 
a more truthful attitude and are more 
sincere about their activities. They are 
more peaceful on the playground, too.” 

And in North Carolina: “I think this 
literature has made my work more pleas- 
ant and has brought about a better 
atmosphere in the community.” 

Colportage offers its Christian litera- 
ture—Gospels of John, the New Testa- 
ment, and the Colportage library—to 
rural teachers throughout the nation. If 
the teacher expresses an interest, she 
receives a Gospel of John for each pupil 
and also a Colportage library. She is told 
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that all pupils memorizing nine Scrip- 
ture verses will be sent a Pocket Treas- 
ury as an award, and later may earn a 
complete New Testament. 

The results of the program have been 
a continual inspiration to Colportage 
workers. A few samples: 

“The children simply ate up the liter- 
ature last year. They wore the storybooks 
out. The parents read and passed on to 
neighbors the books you sent. I shall 
appreciate any and all material you 
send.” 

“The books had much depth to them 
and did much toward character building. 
It would be impossible to evaluate the 
benefit these books were to my students.” 

“Tt have had four pupils give their 
hearts to God.” 

“I have checked with the pastors of 
the churches in our community and they 
tell me their junior and intermediate 
classes are growing nearly 10 per cent 
each week because of your help to us in 
training our boys and girls.” 


evangelism 
SUNDAY SCHOOL GROWS 


Twelve years ago a student of Moody 
Bible Institute, preparing for full-time 
Christian service, walked thoughtfully 
through the dingy streets of Chicago’s 
north side Negro district. Hundreds of 
children played in the junk-piled empty 
lots or scampered across the busy inter- 
sections. Suddenly the thought came to 
him: Were these children attending any 
kind of Sunday school? Was anyone try- 
ing to reach them for the Lord? 

The obvious answer was no. From that 
sudden realization grew a Sunday after- 
noon Bible school for Negro boys and 
girls that today reaches a thousand 
neighborhood children and adults each 
year. On a recent Sunday this fall, an 
all-time attendance record of 353 was 
set for one afternoon. 

Administered by Institute students un- 
der the supervision of the Practical 
Christian Work office, the Sunday school 
has done a continuous job of evangeliza- 
tion during the last twelve years. Scrip- 
ture Press of Chicago supplies lesson 
materials without charge. Offerings to- 
taling close to $300 a year are sent to 
Africa to help support a colored mission- 
ary there. In addition to the teaching 
staff of 51 persons, 70 Institute students 
walk through the neighborhood to pick 
up the children and call at the homes 
each week, 

While aimed primarily at school-age 
children, the school now includes eight 
departments—beginning with the nursery 
and going on up through the adult de- 
partment, which was started last sum- 
mer. Indiana student Paul Zeller, super- 
intendent, gives God the praise for what 
has been accomplished: “Many parents 
have been saved through their children’s 
testimonies. We have planted, but God 
has given the increase.”

go. He returned with the precious mime. 
ographed booklet, containing chapters 
one, three, four, nine, ten, fourteen, nine- 
teen and twenty of the Gospel of John. 

Each evening, between ten and twenty- 
five men came to Neil’s shack. They 
gathered around the kerosene lamp while 
Neil and Jacob taught them to read. First 
they were taught out of a little primer 
which told them of their own folk stories. 
No one could buy this booklet. One had 
to learn to read to own it. The men’s 
minds were dull, but Neil and Jacob were 
patient, and one by one, they learned to 
read the stories. 

Then they were taught the Scriptures. 
The Gospel portion was sold to them 
for eggs, beans, anything. The men read, 
believed and brought their families to 
Neil, saying, “Tell them everything you 
know about Jesus.” 

Furlough time came. Neil needed to 
return to Jane. He stared at the slim 
booklet on which he had spent so many 
hours of labor and sighed. “Now that 
they have eight chapters of God’s Word 
and there are a few believers, the Zapo- 
teco de la Sierra de Juarez Indians will 
be counted as a reached tribe, and yet 
the translation is just begun!” 

“And when the believers begin to tithe 
their corn, we can go to the Rincon 
Zapoteco Indians to tell them of Jesus,” 
Jacob added. 

“But, Jacob, it would take you two 
days to cross the mounains,” Neil pointed 
out, “and you would have to learn an- 
other language.” 

“But the Scripture says, ‘This gospel 
of the kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all nations;

that we can leave Him out in our deeds— 
or rather in the things we do not do. 
“Therefore to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin” 
(v. 17). 

Here is a statement of an important 
truth which few people pause to con- 
sider. Not only is it sin to do that which 
is wrong, but it is likewise sin to fail 
to do that which is right. Christians 
sometimes think that if they refrain from 
certain worldly practices, then their con- 
duct must be entirely satisfactory to God. 
Now there undoubtedly are things which 
Christians should not do, but at the 
same time it should be remembered that 
this is not all of the Christian life. A man 
may sit in his easy chair at home, not 
breaking any of the ten commandments, 
and yet be committing sin. 

Suppose you happen to see a defect 
in a railroad track that you know will 
endanger the next train passing, but in- 
stead of notifying the proper authori- 
ties you go home and sit down. Later a 
train is wrecked and lives are lost. Be- 
fore God you would be guilty of those 
lives because, when you “knew to do 
good,” you did it not. 

May the earnest words of James en- 
courage every one of us not to leave God 
out, but rather to acknowledge Him in 
our speech, in our plans, in our deeds. 
A Christian, Dorothea Day, has beauti- 
fully answered the poem “Invictus” in 
one which she entitled “My Captain”: 


Out of the light that dazzles me, 
Bright as the sun from pole to pole, 

I thank the God I know to be 

For Christ the conqueror of my soul. 


Since His the sway of circumstance, 
I would not wince nor cry aloud; 
Under that rule which men call chance, 
My head with joy is humbly bowed. 


Beyond this place of sin and tears— 
That life with Him! and His the aid, 

That, spite the menace of the years, 
Keeps, and shall keep, me unafraid. 


I have no fear though strait the gate, 
He cleared from punishment the 
scroll; ‘ 
Christ is the Master of my fate, 
Christ is the Captain of my soul.
